end hereof the Authentick Papers of ſeveral Treaties and

HE Differences between Chriftian the V., 
| the molt Serene and Potent King of Dex- 
j* 


mark and Norway, and Chriſftien Albert 
the moſt Serene Duke of Sleſwick and Hob 
ſtein-Gottorp, wherein the Treaty made at Rendiburg on 
the X. day of Pe 1675. is tobe inthefirſtplace 
fairly conſidered, being the ſubjeR of chis preſent diſ- 
courſe; We hope we may with his Sacred Majeſties 
leave Publiſhby command from the ſaid Duke and it 
his name, what-ever we can with truth alledge, either as 
to the matter of Fat or Law, in behalf of the moſt Serene 
Houſe of Gottarp, ſubmitting it to the juſt Cenfure of che 
whole World : And we are perſwaded thar theſe our 
endeayours canOffend no perſon, who loving true Piety 
follows the precepts of Chriſtianity, which allows of 
no War to be lawful, buc when-ic is juſt and neceſſary, 
and eipecially betwixt ſuch as profeſsthe ſame Religion 
and-ate ſo nearly related in _ 
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I the examination of the merits of this Cauſe we 
fhall trialy obſerve chis Rule, To alledge nothing 1hat 5s 
falſe,. and likewiſe neither omit nor diſs wie any truth te the 
prejudice of ſ» jeſt aCauſe ; ſince the Juſtice of any cauſe 
cannot appear but by and fai $, without 
which Juſtice is bur unperfet. And'char Chriſtian Prin- 
ces and their moſt illuſtrious and excellence Migiſters and 
Ambaſſadors, (who perhaps may atthis time be y- 
edin adjuſting the Publickdifferences at Nanegeen, Ratw- 
bone,or elſewhere )cogerher with other great Men,lovers of 
Juſtice,may not be tyred with a prolix diſcourſe, We hall 
propole the ſtate of the caſe in a few words, and then pro- 
ceed to the Accuſations wherewith the Houſe of Gottorp is. 
charged, which we-do not queſtion but to anſwer fo 
fully, that all unprejudic'd perſons may clearly judge 
of the matter of Fact, upon which the ſaid Accuſations 
are for the moſt part grounded, Theſe Aſperſions being 
wip'd off, we ſhall add the Laws and Conſtitutions, in 
vertue whereof the Duke of Gottorp ought, notwithſtand- 
ing the Treaty to which he was forced at Rexaburg, 
to be entirely reſtored, 

It ismanifeſt to all that know any thing of our affairs, 
that the-moſt Serene Houſe of Gottorp poſleſſing ſeveral 
Provinces bordering upon Dexmark, which they have hi- 
therto governed jointly with the Kings of Denmark, pur- 
ſuant to a Treaty between them, Thar King has no 
reaſon to fear any thing from the Houſe of Gottorp, if he 
will but ſuffer it to. enjoy it's own Rights quietly 
VVhereas on the contrary the Houſe- of Gottorp lyes 
expoſed to the Invaſion of the Daxes, whenever they 
(hall have a mind to lay hold of any fair opportunity, and 
abuſe their Power contrary to Jaſtice and the Fc 
Fai 
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Faith, For alchough heretofore the Earls of Holſtein have 
had grievous Wars with the Kings of Denmark, yet 
the (tate of Holſtein, and the neighbouring Provinces, 
being much altered from what it was, the Dazes can 
have no reaſon to ſuſpet che Houſe of Gotterp, and 
mich leſs fear any harm ſromit, except what they 
may bring upon themlelves, by provoking it by frequent 
Injuries and Aſſau)rs to ut's own Defence, 

Since the Crown of Denmark is come to the Family 
of Oldenburg, and that theſe Provinces have been more 
than once divided between theſe Kings of Denmark and 
the Dukes of Sleswickand Holſtein, the Power of the 
faid Kings has been much encreaſed by the faid Diviſions, 
and by ter Succeſſions to the Crown of Norzay ; how- 
ever it will appear that the Royalties of the Houſe of 
Go:torp have not been therefore in the leaſt diminiſhed. 
The Dukedomes of Sl:ſaick and Holſtein have been 
both ſo: divided, and the firſt held at leaſt for many 
years from. the Kingdom of Denmark, as the other 
alwayes from the Empire, The whole Dukedome of 
Sleſwick is apart of Faitland reaching from the borders 
of Holfiein to the Bridge of Coldinzgen; one part of 
it being poſſeſſed by the Houſe of Hulſte:n - Gottorp , 
and the other by- the Kings of Dexmarkt, as Dnkes 
of Sleſwick. Amongſt the ſeveral Conditions from 
tirge to time agreed upon , the following have been 
more than once conifirmed, wiz, That the K ing of Den- 
mark ſbould not engage in any War unleſs for his own defence,, 
or the maintenance of his Digaity, and then nat till after ha- 
wing communicated the ſame to the ſaid Dukes ;, and that if 
thereupon « War ſhould be a_ wpon, that then the Dukes 
of Slelwick ( of whom the King of Denmark 1s one )' ſhould 
ſend: 
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ſend to the ſaid Kings ef iſtance, a certain number of Horſe 
and Foot, maintaining them at thrtr own expences, the K tug 
contributing praportionably far bis part of the Dukedome, and 
promiſing to defend both their Vaſſals, Chytr. lib. 24. Sat. 
p.719. And we find that upon the ſaid Kings not re- 

arding this Agreement, but making War of cheir own 
_— the Dukes of Gottorp have not been obliged to ſend 
the a:iſtance ſtipulated, though it has been demanded 
from them, 

There have been almoſt perpetual V Vars between the 
Dazxes and Swedes, which in former Ages have had dif- 
ferent ſucceſſes, bur in this laſt Age been more favourable 
to the Szcdes, eſpecially ſince the {uccels of their Arms 
in Germany, Hence it is come to pals, that the D ares, 
exaſperared by the remembrance of the Lofſes they had 
ſuſtained by their Provinces and Places which they had 
loſt, in hopes ef better ſuccels, and by the Inſtigation of 
evil Counſellors, pouring oyle upon the Fire, have taken 
all opportunities of making V Var agaiaſt the Swedes, 
without acquainting the Dukes of Gottorp, much lefs 
conſulting with them abour itz but with fo ill ſucceſs, thar 
they have been till puniſhe with greater Loſſes, having 
likewiſe thereby involved the Provinces and Subjects of 
the ſaid Duke in all che calamities attending) a.V Vir ; 
by which, though the Houle of Gotrorp hach ſuffered in- 
finice Damages and Violations in its Rights , yet were 
they never extinguilhed, nor left to the ſole pleaſure and 
determination of the King of Dexmark as. Supreine 
Prince, 

But not to take the matter too high, and to come 
nearer to our SubjeR,let the beginning and end of the late 
VVar between the Danes and nedes be diligently con- 

lidered, 
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fidered, for from thence ſprings all the miſchief, Caroloy: 
Guftawus King of Swedex, making V Var againſt Poland, 
and having raiſed up many powertul Enemies,who ſeemed 
to have reduced his Army to great ſtreights, Frederick 
the IE. King of Denmark, of happy Memory , taking 
that opportunity, declared V Var againſt the Swedes , 
making great preparations both of Mea and Arms, as- 
thinking he ſhould never have a more favourable oppor. 
tunity to recover his Lofſes,and humble the Swedes, And 
the King of S»edex being by Marriage with the Daughter 
of Frederick, Duke of Gottorpe of happy Memory, be- 
come nearly allied to that Houſe; the ſaid Duke Fred 
rich obtained a Promiſe from his Son-in-Law , that he 
would hearken to a Peace, which. he undertook to 
mediate with the King of Dezmark, The Duke there- 
fore wrote ſeveral Letters with his own hand to the King 
of Denmark, to perſwade him to Peace, and. nor only 
profer'd his own aſſiſtance: ro concludeit, but earneſtly 
recommended the promoting of ic totheAmbaſſador of the 
moſt Chriſtian King, Yer ſo far was theKing of Dex- 
mark from taking this Office in good part, never 
thought fic to give the Duke any Anſwer heres, Bur the 
event of this unneceſſary War was, that the King of Dex- 
mark, inſtead of: reaſonable conditions of Peace which 
the Duke of Gatop might have obrained for him, hav-- 
ing ſpent his Forces,was obliged at laſt to admit of ſuch as 
a. Conqueror would impoſe upon him. And whilſt this 
Treaty was a coneluding(by which $ chonen and the rieigh- 
bouring Provinces were yielded up to the Swedes) the - 
King of Sweden thought himlſelt obliged to take care of 
the Houſe of Gottorp, which having ſuſtained great 
damages in this War, , he thooght- ought likewiſe to - 


receive - 
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Teceive all juſt Satisfaction, Among(t orher things it 
was agreed, that the Houle of Go:torp ſhould hold and 
enjoy the Dukedom of $Sleſwick hereafter, not as for- 
merly from the Crown of : -exmar#, but independently 
and abſolutely, without ſubjection to any other Power, 
To this the King of Denmark ſeemed at firſt very un- 
willing to conſent; but when che States of that King- 
dom offered him the ſame Right over that part of the 
Dutchy of Sl:ſwick which was his, and thereby gave him 
occafion to aſpire to the Monarchy of the whole _ 
dom, he approved thereof both for himſelf and che 
Duke of Goorp, 

Not long after the King having compaſſed his deſign, 
and obtained the Monarchy of the Kingdom of Dexmark, 
from that time governed all things by his ſole will and 
r_ exerciſing an independent Authority, and abſo= 
uce Dominion over the Perſons and Eſtates of his Subs 
jets. Thus the Daniſh Commonwealth being chang- 
ed, and all things having pur on a new Face, the King 
endeavoured all he could, 1o to order the affairs of the 
KingdomgH might belt eſtabliſh his Authority, enable 
him to reptafle his Enemies, and recover his Lofſes, And 
nothing ſeeming more to oppoſe his deſigns then -the 
Duxedom of S-ſwick and Holſtein, eminent in Riches, 
abounding with Valiant men, and unaccuſtomed to ſuch 
kind of Dominion, which would adhere to the Duke of 
Gottorp, who had Souldiers and a well-fortified Town 
there, and that probably Holfein might demand help 
from the Emperor and Empire , the Daxes begun to have 
an ill Eye upon the Duke and his Fort of Tuningen, ful- 
peRting his League with the Swedes, and Journey to that 
King; which they endeavoured many ways to traduce, 
; inſomuch

Theſe _—_ of .D enmaxk being:mow grown.To:tipe, 
.that nothing -but an opportunity ſeemed -wanting., it 
- quickly offered ar ſelf, -For the King of Fraxce-having 

made War upon the United Netherlands, and they hav- 
ing eaſed.chemlelves of. the -burthen.chexeof -upon Ger- 
2an), the Elector of: Brandenburg.joyned him(elf, roge- 
.ther with-others, with che Confederates, in oppoſition 
.to the moſt Chriſtian King, and afterwards concluded a 
. Peace with him by the Mediation of the King of Smedew 
upon moſt advantageous Terms, who having interpoſed 
his Guarantee -to the King of Fraxce,and the Elector ſoon 
.after taking upArms contrary. thereuntogthe Emperor Ele- 
or of Brandenburg and others , fearing leſt the Swedes 
ſhould make good their. Guarantee by force of Armes, 
drew the King of Dezmark 40-their fide for adiverſion 
to the Swedes, . No ſooner had the. King-of. Denmark gor 
this opportunity, but he Muſter'd his Army in Juitlard, 
andprelently after put them into Quarters yet ſo as the 
.Enemies of the S'zedes, at.the Court, had an opportunity 
ſtill co perſwade that -King co a War againſt thems 
which the Szedes endeavoured to.diverr, by ſending 4 
ſplendid Embaſly to Copenhaguen, but withour ſucceſs, 
being able to-obtainonly, a ſhore delay of that Expedition, 
In this conjuncture of Aﬀairs, the King of. Dexmark 
had fully reſolved upon a War againſt che Szeges , bur 
ſuſpecing that che Houſe of Gottorp, to which he had 
B , (beweg 
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Defence , whereby his Deſigns. might miſcarry ; He- 


thought inthe firſt place, by depriving ir of all its Riches, 
'Arms, Forts, and Force, tb rain'itwholly,; and in order 
thereunto,the King made ſeveral exorbirant/Demands,and 
moveing frequently with his Army, ſeemed'to Threaten 


openViolence; afrerwardsinthe Aſſembly of the States of _ 


the Provincezhechallengedto himſelf che major part of the 


Revenues, which had always been equally divided between. 


him -and che Duke- of _—_— leaving a very ſmall pro- 
portion to.the Duke: But his Highneſs having ſigni- 
fied by his Ambaſſadors to the 'Kings -Commiſlioners, 
'that he'would oppoſe- this'/ Demand, as: conitrary to-the- 
Antient Cuſtoms, :the -Afembly was diflolved withour 
doing any thing, #nd Adjourned” to another: time, theſe 
Controverſies/enctealing daily more:and more. 

But the moſt remarkable'was- that 4bour the Succeſ- 
ſion tothe County of Oldanbarg and Delmentorſt, which 
'being:long debated, 'wasar laſttefr:ro the Ttmperial Tri- 
bunal:for a-final deciſion, 'the-'moſt Serene -Dukes of 
'Holftein- Ploen beinp Plaintiff againſt che'Kinig of Den- 
mark and Dukes:of-Gattorp * Whilſt theſe rwo laſt with- 
ſtood: joyntlythe-Dukes of /Ploen,- according 45 they had. 
agreed berween them, -the'bufineſs remained undetermi- 
ned ; but the Duke of Beoffte;n-Ploen going another way 
£o work, found means'to tranſadt with the King/ſeparate- 
ly, and (o that obſtacle being removed, ſentencewas given 
in the Empetours Court againſt the 'Duke- of - Gottorp, 
This Tranſaction was tarried' ſo ſecretly, that the Duke 
of Gettorp has not'yer been able to leazn the particulars, 
and conditions of the Agreement,

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The King of Dexmarh ig; the mean tims challenging 
to him{lf che whole Power in theſe Councries again(t all 
Right, and excluding: che Duke of Gottorp from all ſhare, 
not only: there, but alſo inthe Diſtri& of Srad-budjed, 2 
Fief of che Houſe of Brunſwick and Luncnbourg, 

For when this. Cauſe was under debate in the Imperial 
Court, the King of Dexmurk himſelf by: Letters to the 
Dake of Lynentourg defired hum, amongſt other things, 
t9 intercede with the Emperour, that the faid Diſtrict 
Stad-budjad, no: ways ing to thoſe Provinces, 
might ot be involved in that Controverſie, The Duke 
obtained his defires from the Emperour, and therefore, 
when the Sentence given by his Imperial Majeſty con- 
cerning theſe Conntries came to be put-in Execution, 
The Dukes of Brunſwick, Lunenbeurg, exempted again 
the (aid Diſtrict from the Execurion, andin expreſs terms 
referved to .the Houſe of Gottorp their Rights in ir. 
Nocwichſtanding all this, the King commanded Homage 
20 be paid to him alone by all the SabjeXs of rhat Di- 
ſri, not only excluding the Duke, but uſing his An» 
baſſador ill, who had enrred his Proteſtation againſt it, 
and attempting alſo ro Ulſurp ro himſelf the Tall of E/fl:: 
upon Weſer,belonging by Inheritance,partly to the Houſe 

of Gottorp , and partly to the Kings of Denmark, endea- 
vouring to diſpofleſs the Duke of both. 

While theſe Differences encreaſed more and more, 
the King of Deamork: in order to the carrying on his 
deſignes againſt the $ medes and the Houſe of Gortorp, the 
mote ſecretly and fuccesfully, cauſed the Snediſb Ambaſ- 
{ador then at Copenhaguen, negotiating a Marriage for the 
King his Maſter, and thereby a firm Peace to be received 
with ahe greateſt A of kindneſs and _ 
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rical a.junctuze, by which-compliance- of his, he. would 
oblige his Majeſty, who was inclined. to.hearken to.an 
accommodation, After this the Earl was: ſent by che 
King, to-the Duke of Gottorp, toaſſurehimof his Friend» 
(hip, and-let him know the neceſſity of. the Preſident's. 
going. to his Majeſty, and after aſhort ſtay went to Hams 
bourgh with Letters from the Duke to the Preſident, for: 
whole further ſecurity to come tothe King ar Rensbourgh, 
his Majeſty, ſeat him. a Paſſeporr, and one of. his Trum-- 
Nets. 
Soon after. the King of ' Denmark going to Holſtein, to! 
t his deſigns in Execution, acquainted the Duke of 
Gottorp with his Journey, deſiring him not to be troubled 
at it, as having no other intention therein bur to compoſe 
al things to both-their ſatisfactions; The:Duke of Gotrorp 
truſting to ſeyeral Lereers full of che like affurances,when. 
the King was- on his way.with all his Army to Holſtein, 
fenc one. of his Gentlemen to Hadersleby, tro complement 
tign, ,and went himſelf foon after with his Bro - LW 
DWP. ' 
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ulration.. 

\Aﬀrer this Adolphus I ielmnnnuschief Miniſter tothe 
Duke of Gottorp, notwithſtanding his Sickneſs and the 
diſſuaſions of his Friends,went directly fromflambourghto 
Rensbourgh, where aniag confer'd 'with the Chancellor 


of Dexmark above eight hours-about the: principal mat- 
ters in debate; he offer'd the Government of Tunderen for 
the County of Ofdenboargh and: Delmenhor ft, and having 
removed all other Impediments he:could think. upon, and 
taking the. buſineſs.to be near its concluſion, and co want 
nothing but the ratification and ſubſcription of the Prin= 
ces; he went to Gottorp to let his Maſter know, how far 
they. had proceeded, andwith what ſuccefs.. The Prince 
himſelf, that nothing mighr be wanting on his part for 
compoſing. the remaining Differences, deputed Adolphus 
Buchwaldius Governour of Sleſmick, Frederick K telmane 
aus the Preſident, and: Andrew Cramer one of his Coun» 
fellors of State, with a ſpecial Commiſſion to go to Renas- | 
bourg, June 22. 1675. being. Arrived there, they con-' 
fer'd the next day with the:Earl of: Raxtzs, and the Lord” 
Wibius, and Gloxintus his Majeſties Counſellors of State x 
and they being the ſame that had afliſted at the Aſſembly 
of che States ar. lon, on the part of the King, ni 
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effecting any thing, renewed: the matter of the Taxes, 
ſaying, That the King perſiſted ſtill in his demand of the 
greater part of them for the maintenance of his Army, 
which granted, his Majeſty would bind himſelf by Re- 
werſal Letters, as they call them, (a thing not fo much 
as mentioned in the Aſſembly of the States) never ta 
make this a Preſident for che furure, But the newneſs 
of that being. a prejudice” great enough, the Duke of 
> vs. it not ſecure to recede from the Antient 
Cuſtoms; yet to gratify the King, he made this Pro- 
poſal, That the greater Taxes ſhould be paid, bur to be 
equally divided and employed by each Prince, in raiſing 
and maintaining Souldiers for the defence of the ſaid 
Dukedomes; and thar the States might the eaſier conſent 
thereunto, he deſired the whole bufine(s might be pro- 
poſed to them, it being moſt agreeable to Antient Cu- 
ſtomes and former Treaties, —_y that of the Union, 
to conſult the States abour railing of an Army, maincain- 
ing andquarteringit, and then proceed according to their 
relolutions, 

While they were thus debating concerning Taxes, and 
other things, the Chancellor of Denmark wrote from 
Renasbourgh to the Prelident Kielmannas, acquainting 
him that the King being ready for a Treaty, ic would be 
advantageous to both Princes, if the Duke of Gottorp 
would pleaſe to come to the King atRendsbourgh, and by 
his Preſence promote an Amicable compoſure of all theſe 
matters. The Duke remembring his Majeſty had defi. 
red the ſame thing of him at D exnewerk, to ſhew at once 
his duty to the King, and his inclinations to Peace, ſenc 
ne of his Gentlemen upon Sc. John Baptiſts day to his 
Majeſty, to acquaiat him, what-his Maſter was ready ca 
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wait upon him, if he would give him leave; The King 
commending chis Reſolucion of the Prince, ſaid twice, 
he hoped the Preſident Kzelmennus would come 

too. Accordingly next day, the Duke being perſwade 
that all was _— and honeſtly intended, begun that 
unhappy Journy with the Preſident and ſome others, and 
being pear Rend5burgh, was received with the ſhooting 
of ſev&ral Guns, Bur hearing there: from ſome of his, 
what had been ſaid in the Kings Name about the Taxes, 
his Highnefs deſired it might be regulated according to 
former Treaties and Antient Cuſtomes; and as to other 
things, he declared himſelf as above, proteſting he would 
always.obey the King, and wholly employ thele Taxes in: 
a War for the defence of his Country, 

Ar laſt comes that fatal and unfortunate day, the 26; of 
Jones in which all the deſigns that had been ſo long a- 
tching againſt the Houſe of Gottorp to its Ruin, were: 

'to;be.put in Execution, and that hidden Fire to. break 
eut-inco-open.Flames, It was haſtened by fome.Letters, 
'that came that very day from the Elector of. Brandexbourg, 
.and brought.the News of the defeat of che Seges.in-r 
Province of-La'Mark: Aſſoon as they were read;all things 
ſeemed to favour the Kings deſigns, and conſpire to.the 
Ruin of the Houſe of Gottorp, The: Dares glad roud 
of this good Omen, thought ir not fit trordelay or diflemble 
it any longer, bur called -a Council of VVar, ſhut che 
Gates, drew up their Draw-bridges, ſent their, Forces to 
Sl-ſwick, Tonniwghen, and up and down ; ſhut up. the 
Harbour with.a-Boom, diſarmed and ſecured-the Dukes 
Troop of Guards, and permitted none to ſtivy unle(s they- 
could ſhow the Kings .leave under his own Hand, The 
Duke higaſclf,, inſtead of being laviced to. Dine with the

- aſſurances of Friendſhip , and Publick*Faith, deſiring 
- him to acquaint the King therewith 5 that his Majeſty 
' might permit him to'depart, Bur alas, alt was in vain, 
-3t being reſolved, that the Blow-ſhould be followed, this 
Decention being buc a Prologue to morennilchief, 

For the Duke and his Miniſters being-now in their 
"Power, and a fair opportunity preſenting irſelf ro invade 
-the Swedes, weakned by their loſs at *Fehrberlin, the 
Kings Deputies having ſent-for Buchwaldius, Frederick 
Chriſtian Ktelman, -and Cramer ,to Court,” told them, 
-that the Caſe being alter'd, they were no more to diſ- 
pnce about giving the greateſt-part of the Taxes to the 
King, who wonld now challenge the whole alone, and 
quatter his Army up and down in the Dukes Territories 
to preſerve them from the Enemy, and-that the Empe- 
rors Requiſitorial Letters might be obeyed, which they 
would therefore now exhibire to them, ſhewing alſo by 
this their ill-will and premeditated Deſigns againſt the 
Houſe of Gottorp. Moreover they added, that the King 
*had for a long time been-jealous of the Dikes deſigns 
and inclinations, and being to carry his Army out of the 
*Country, he thought he ought to take care to leave no 


Enemies behind him, wherein he could gor ſecure him. 
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Telf but by ſeizing upon the Caſtle of Gottorp, the ſtrong 
Town of 1onnngen, and all the Dukes Forces, till the 
change of Afﬀairs might ſecure him otherwiſe, That ic 
was not-fic for the Kings Majeſty to exchange the Coun- 
ties of Oldenbourgh and Delmezborſt, for that of Tuxderen, 
That theſe and other things could not be done in haſte, 
bur required more time than the King could now ſpare, 
fearing leſt ſome third Party might in the mean while 
ſeize thoſe Provinces, That the King therefore would 
pur Garriſons. into all the Fortified places of the Coun- 
try, and provide all other things neceſſary for its Ne- 
fence : proteſting withal, that if any loſs ſhould happen 
by the Dukes delay, the Reparation of it would be re- 
quired from the Author thereof z bur if che Duke would 
accept of one hundred and fifty thouſand Dollars offered 
him at Copenhaguen, to renounce his Right to them, they 
ſtill hoped his Majeſty might be prevaited upon at the 
Dukes requelt to-pay that mony. 

The Dares having propoſed thele ſevere conditions; 
2nd the Dukes Commilſioners having been to conſulr 
their Maſter, returned this Anſwer, That as to the 
Taxes, the Duke, without prejudice to his Right , was 
forced to yield to the preſent junture of time in that 
Matter, That the Requi{itorial Letters, of the Emperor 


concerned onely the Dukedom of Holſtein, not that of 


Sleſwick ; and they being according to the-Conſtitutions 
of the Empire, and the Pragmatick SanCtion, could re- 
quire nothing of him but a ſafe Paſſage, which his Highe 
neſs woutd never deny, . when ever the King -ſhouid de- 
ſire ic, That the Caſtle of Gottorp was neither by Arc nor 
Scituation ſo ſtrong as to be formidable, and therelore 


the King might well permit the Dow to lecure.the plocs 
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bf his Reſidence and Habitation, with ſome Souldiers : 
and for an evident proof of his reſpe&, the Duke was. 
contented his Majeſty ſhould have as ſtrong a Garriſon ig 
Toxningen as he himlelf, provided both ſhould take the 
Oath of Fidelity to each Prince z and that the King 
would oblige himſelf, that upon the change of Aﬀeairs, 
all things ſhould be reſtored again as they were. That 
if the King would diſpoſe ſolely of all things in theſe 
Countries at his Pleafure-, the Duke muſt yield to ir, 
but hoped his. Right ſhould be ſavedentire > That he had 
never committed nor omitted any thing that might entitle 
the King to demand reparation of him ; and for the Pro- 
poſals of an RR they were neither ſuch as impos. 
{ed a neceſſity upon his Majeſties will,nor derogated from 
ic, That he would leave the TranſaRtions of Copenhaguen 
till they were fet on Foot again, And laſtly, That he 
earneſtly begged, that the King would no longer delay to- 
grant him and his, Liberty to-go-where they would. 

This moſt reaſonable Anſwer of the Duke proved of 
no effect, the Daxes being reſolved to pals to the greateſt 
Extremities : For the Kings Depuries ſignified again in 
Writing, That their Maſter perſiſted firm in his firſt of 
fers, hoping to provoke the Duke to arſcover his mind in the 
ſame manner, But he replyed only as before, requeſt= 
ing again, That the I. ing would not urge ſo much the Sur- 
render of his Caſtles and Forts, but conſent to ſome eaſier 
_ than theſe ; which the Danes ſaid were only Baga« 
relles, 

Bur that King and his Miniſter were fo far from remit? 
ing any thing of the Rigour of their Demands, that they 
added Rebukes and Threats, For, ſaid they, the Dukes 
abſolute Power over Slefwick, being extorted from the King 
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$) forte of Arms, the Duke had thereby bff the Fief of it; 
” bis being in a League with the K tg A demi an ' Aons. 
to the Empire, might probably cauſe hins to be diſpefſeſt of the 
Dukedeme of Holltein, and the K ing to be inveſted therein, 
Moreover, that the K —_ fully reſolved, That neither 
the Duke, nor any of his Minifters, ſhould be ſet at Liberty, 
aniil he had ſerzrd all the Dukes firong-hilds, axd that he 
would even confine bis Highn:{s apart from all his Miniflers and 
Servants, and proceed to the Execution hereof by force of 
Arms. For as we have before mentioned, they had al- 
ready a Body of Horſe and Foot in Sleſwick, which block- 
ed up the Caftle of (Zettorp, where the Reverend Biſhop 
of Lubeck, Brother to the moſt Serene Duke, then was, 
and had alſo inveſted Tonningen and Holme : and that 
nothing might retard the Surrender of Tonnxgen, an Ore 
der was drawn by the Kings command for the Duke to 
Sign, and fend to the Perſon that commanded for him 


be. 

The Duke ſeeing himſelf betrayed, and without any 
help, deprived of his Libercy, and fallen into a very dan- 
gerous diſtemper, fearing greater Evils might be intended 
againſt him and his Minifters, (which was not obſcurely 
given him to.underſtand) ſuffered ar length the Surrender, 
of all his Forts and Farces to be extorted from him: and 
though he only deſired from the King that the Caſtle of 
Gottorp, the place of his Reſidence, might be free from a 
Garriſon, he could not obtain it, noc ſo much as that the 
King would annex to that fatal Surrender, a Promile to 
ſecure him by Reverſal Letters of the Reſtitution of his 
Forts, and what belonged to them, Bur though this 
was promiſed by the Chancellor of the Kingdom, in the 
hearing of che King and his Brother, who never contra- 
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didted'it;. yet his Majeſty refuſed'to oblige himſelf to.ie 
in Writing, the Chancellor _—_— again for his Ma» 
ſter, that a Kings promiſe by word-of- Mouth was more 
to be valued- than any other Security, And when-the 
Caſtle of Tonningen, with all his Magazins and. Ammunis 
tion, was ſhortly after delivered up to Charles Arenſtorf 
for-the King , he added theſe words to the foot of the 
Inventory, which. was ſigned by him, Thar all things 
ſhould be reſtored fully and- faichfully according to the 
Kings Promiſe.. 

The Dazes being Maſters of the Caſtles of Gottorp, and 
all the other Forts, the Duke -was carried to Gottorp on 
the 6, of Jyly from one Priſon to another :- For the Danes 
had not only ſeized the Paſſages, Gates, and Fortificati- 
ons of that place, . but ordered- a. Company to watcty 
night and day, near his Highneſſes Chamber, to let him 
know that he was (till their Priſoner. The Prince being 
thus in their Power, the Princeſs his Wife, whom he ha 
not been able by all his kind Lerters to get out of Copen« 
hazuen, where her Mother had invited her before all theſe 
Troubles, and kept her, was at laſt reſtored to him, per-- 
haps for fear, leſt the- might prevail upon the King her: 
Brothers mind, .and- avert thoſe great Violencesdeſigned: 
againſt her Husband and Children, 

V'Vho would not-have thought the King fully ſatisfied 
with this?. but it proved otherwiſe; For the Earl of Alefield 
Governor of Holſtein, having ſent for the Preſident Kiel- 
mans, diftated: to him eigiut Articles of: great Impor- 
tance, and bid -him acquaint the Duke with them by 
Buckwald, the Vice-Preſident K telman, and Cramer, and 
get him-to declarc his opinion about chem, detaining the 
{aid Preſident Kielmay (till at Repaihbourgh, This _ 
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done; and they retarned to Rexd5bourgh, did according tos 
their Inſtructions declare his-Highneſſes mind upon every 
Head, delivering alſo his Letters to the King and the: 
Chancellor, and-intreating-them-to have ſome regard at 
kaſt to Juſtice: and Equity, Burt all-was in vain, for the 
Chancellor and the Governor having ſent for the Dukes 
Deputies, and read to them theſe Eight Articles of their 
ewn Penning, demanded with great Threats, that the 
Duke ſhould ſign them-without- any Alteration or Limi- 
tation; adding , that if the Duke refuſed to obey the 
Kings will, both Dukedomes and all belonging to them, 
being now in the hands of his Majeſty, he could eaſily 
force a difarmed and forſaken Prince to do what his Ma- 
jeſty had a mind-to, and then it would: be roo late to 
Repent, The Duke ſenſible of this new Violence, and 
of his being kept a Priſoner by the Dazes, in his own 
Caſtle and Houle, yielded at laſt to Force, and with great 
relucancy ſubſcribed to thele ſevere conditions, as think- 
ing it in vain to hope for any more reaſonable, and with 
his- Brother, the Biſhop of Lubeck, renounced their Sus 
preme and Independent Right over the Dukedome of 
Sleſnick, which was extorted from them by meer Vio 
lence and Neceſſity; 

At-laſt the- Duke being impatient tor be kept always a 
Priſoner in his own Houſe, and to be forced every day 
to conſent to what the Dazxes would exact, and being in« 
formed that the City of Sleſaick, chough unfortified, was 
yet full of /D axs/þ Souldiers, begun-to be more jealous of 
the deſigns of tixe Dazes, and feared either yer a cloſer 
Impriſonment, or to be conveyed God knows where: 
The moſt Serene Queen Dowager of Dexmark-was now 
come to Auguſtbrrg, and had ſent forther Daughter & wm 
Dukes 
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DakesWife, who had acquainted the Duke her Husband 
with her intended Journey, in obedience to her Mother, 
praying him to accompany her : Bat the Duke remem- 
bring that when the King went to Holſtesn juſt before 
theſe troubles, the Dutchets his Vife had been ſent for ta 
Copexhaguen, upon which all theſe miſchiefs had befallen 
the Houle of Gottorp, apprehended new Evils to him and 
his, from this ſecond Journey, and chought of his efcape, 
Therefore to lay hold on the occa{ion, his Highneſs cau- 
fed ſome Horlts to be made ready, took a few of his 
Servants with him, commanded that his Dogs ſhould 
follow, pretending his intention was to accompany his 
Ducchels part of the way, and then recreate himſelf with 
Hunting ; but having gone a few hours with her, taking 
his leave of her, he rid away as faſt as his Horſe could 
carry him to Ki/lommwm, Being there, as he was reſolving 
to leave his tired Horſes, and proſecute his Journey in a 
common Coach, word was brought him, that the Daxiſb 
Troopers were riding, not only about Sleſwick, but every- 
where as far as Hambourgh, and guarded all the ways ; 
not ſtaying therefore to Dine, he was ſcarce gone out of 
Town, but he was met with two D az:|b Troopers, who 
taking hold of the Reins of the Horſes to ſtop the Coach, 
the Duke telling them he was a certain Nebleman, eſca- 
ped to Eutin, where he heard, that both the K relmans 
were carried away Priſoners to Copenhaguen, From Eutin 
he came to Hamboargh indeed, bur as a Baniſht Perſon, 
and one forc'd to leave his Country and Subjects, expoſed 
to the will and pleaſure of the Daxes, For the King af- 
terwards, contrary to the Engagement the 11, of M arch 
I676. demoliſh the ſtrong Town of 1onzengen, and the 
Caſtle of Holme to the ground, the Drums beating, and 
the 
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the Trumpets ſounding z and having cauſed the Dukes 
Armes upon the great Guns to be defaced, ſent them wich 
all the Ammunition partly to Readsbourgh, and partly to 
Copenhaguen ; and exacting alſo Contribations to the ya- 
tue of many Millions of Gold, and a prodigious quantity 
of Corn, Chariots, and Horſes; waiting all the Dukes 
Villages and Towns withQuartering his Souldiers in them, 
and cauſing them continually to paſs and repaſs ro and 
fro, This his Majeſty does to this day, not having re- 
mitted a penny of Taxes and Impoſitions for the Dukes 
Subjects thus expreſſed, though many times-defired to ir 
by the Dukes Letters and his Ambaſſadors, and uſing 
the Duke at the ſame rate, not permitting his Subje&s 
and Servants to pay him any thing of his Revenue, that 
both Prince and Subjects might ac laſt periſh by Famine, 
and the many other Calamities they are forced to endure. 
The King nevertheleſs being extreamly vexed, that the 
Duke had . ar his abode in a City ſo Famous and Po- 
pulous, from whence the whole Story of the Barbarity 
exerciſed againſt him, and the breach of ſo many reitera- 
ted Engagements, might be ſpread over all the world, 
employed all ſorts of Perſuaſions and Cunning to get his 
ighnels back, and have him again-in his Clucches, and 
at his diſpoſal ; but his Highneſs warned by his former 
Uſage, having learnt to diſtruſt, would not be prevailed 
upon, His Majeſty for all chat, remitted nothing of his 
Proſecution againſt the Duke, and both by Letrers and 
Envoys demanded eſpecially, with great earneſtne(s, thas 
the Duke in compliance with the late Treaty (if it may 
be ſo called) at Rexngsbourgh, would ſolemnly receive from 
the King the Inveſtiture of the Dukedome of Sl:ſwick, 
threatning for default thereof ro Confilcate the oy: 
Vid 
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«On the other hand, the Duke ſent him word, that zhe 
"Tranſactions at Rendbourgh were ſo unjuſt , that he 
«thought his Promiſe leſs engaged thereby than the D axifb 
*Repucation, Yet for fear of expoſing his Subjects to 
greater Cruelties, and to comply with the Times and the 
' advice of thoſe, who thonght, that in Civility .co che 
King, the Duke would do well to ſend ſome Gentlemen, 
-ro know his Majeſties pleaſure, and upon what condi- 
-rions he was reſolved to grant-rhat Fief ; (for it is certain 
that it had been held formerly upon different conditions) 
the Duke thereupon ſent his Ambaſſadors to Copen4aguen 
-to deſire the King, that he would be plealed firſt to re» 
-medy ſome of the chiefeſt grievances, which had Relation 
to the Fief ir felf, and then-declare his pleaſure abour 
.it, The Ambaſſador during their ſtay at Coperhaguen, 
-had no ſucceſs, and having once mentioned the Griev. 
ances, were ſcarce ever after admitted or heard; the 
word Grievances offending rhe D anes-extreamly, and the 
Kings delign being, without any regard tothem, to order 
all things according to his own Pleaſure. Therefore the 
Ambaſſadors, being adviſed by theQueen-Morher to return 
to their Maſter, and let him know the whole buſineſs, 
and the eminent danger a delay, would caſt him into, and 
to return with new Inſtractions from him, agreeable ro 
the Kings will; they parted from Copenhagex without 
their Maſters knowledge, or effecting any thing. Burt the 
King interpreting this and other things in the worlt ſence, 
ſent a little after three Commiſſioners-ro Sl-ſwict, the 
Metropolis of the Dukedome, viz. The Earl of Raytzo, 
the Lord Gloxin, and the Baron Lenten Aﬀetor of Gluck- 
ftad, with Orders to Sequeſter the Dukedome in the 
Kings Name, and abſolving the Magiſtrates agd bee

from their Allegiance to the Duke, oblige them to take 
an Oath of Fidelity to the King, and if any refuſed it, to 


deprive them of all cheir Offices; to bring in all the Dukes 


Revenues intothe Kings Treaſury, and put a Garriſon a- 
gain in the Caſtle of Gottorp z adding theſe ſecrer Inſtru- 
ions, that if the Duke did not comply with'the Kings 
pleaſure within ſix weeks, and accept this Fief upon the 
Kings terms, it ſhould for ever be annexed to the King- 
dom of Dexmark. And that theſe new Orders of the 
Kings might be more publick, and the better obſerved, 
the Kings Proclamation to that effe&t was publiſhed and 
afhixed at S/-ſu1c; in oppoſition ro which Ulurpation, 
the Duke publiſhed another , together with his ſolemn 
Proteſtation, commanding the States of the Dukedome 
and all his Subjects, to continue in their Loyalty and Obe- 
dience to his Highneſs, 

The Narrative of the matter of Fa&t might very well 
end here, but that many calumnies chrown upou the 
Houſe of Gottorp maſt make part of it, Therefore, thar 
the Truth and the Innocence of the moſt Seren: Duke 
may appear the better, and to take off all ſubject of cavil 
from the Daxes, we will ay ſomething about what the 
D ares prerend to be moſt offended at, thar fo the Jultice 
of the Dukes Cauſe may be more evident. 

Firſt of all, we ſhall ſpeak about che Dukedome of 
Sleſwick, and ſhew that the Danes had nor always the 
ſame right over it, but ſometimes little or none, For 
when antiently the Yenedi had great Wars with the 
Dares, the Dioceſs of Sl:ſwick being chiefly infeſted 
by their Inroades and Robberies, to prevent ir, the Kings 
of Denmark ereced it into a Lieutenancy to oppoſe them, 
as formerly the Emperor had erected Deamark into a 
Marqui- 
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Marquiſate, In the beginning of the ewelfth Century, 


the Faxdals having invaded Sleſwick, and razed the chief 
City thereof, no body would accept of that Lieutenancy, 
till ac laſt Nicholas King of Denmark turn'd: it: into a 
Dukedome about the year 11418, and made his Brothers 
Son firſt Duke of it, who being Murthered by his Sub. 
jets, was Canoniz'd, and-call'd St. Canut, Now whether 
this Canut received the Dukedome to hold as a Fief of 
Denmark, is not only queſtioned,. but rather denied by 
the great Hiſtorian Jo, Adolphus Cipreus, in his Annals of 
Sl:ſw ch, lib, 1. cap. 21. *Tis true, it cannot be diſputed, 
bur that the Kings of Denmark grant the ſame to be held 
as a Fief from chem, but the terms upon which, have been 
different z and the Kings ſometimes reſerved nothing to 
themſelves but the Solemnity of the Inveſtiture, For 
Waldemar the Third, with the Adwice of the States of the 
K :n2dom, gave to Gerhard Earl of Holſtein his Valle, 
for h:m, and bis lawful Heirs, the Dukedowe of South- 
Juitland, cum Dominio utili & direflo, and all things 
belonging 10 it, and all the Vaſſals in the Dioceſs of Sleſwick, 


to be er joy'd for ever by him and ht, quietly and peaceably, 


and to be held as a Fief with the Armes of tt, Renouncing 
for him, 41: Heirs and $ ucceſ[ors, all the Right that ever they 
had in the ſams, Two years after, K ing Chriſtopher made 
over the Tiland of Femeren, with the Proprtety of it, to John 
the III, Earl of Holſtein, and all his Hers, as well Male as 
Female, to be held likeniſ: as a Fief, which Donation was 
confirmed by Waldemar the IIIL, his Son, And Chriſtopher 
the [I. being reſtored to his Throne, Waldemer the III, 
who had Religned it, had the Hereditary Dukedome of 
Sl:ſwick conferred upon him, Fohn Mzurs an excellent 
Writer of the Dauiſb Hiſtory, relates of Margaret the 
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prudent and careful Queen of Denmark, that ſhe made 
a Peace with Gerhard Duke of Sl:ſrict, and thoſe of 
Holſtein, Covenanting, That the ſole Furiſdifion over 
Slefwick and Holſtein ſhould remain to their Dukes and 
Earls, and that for the future ſhe ſhould ot medale in the 
Aﬀairs thereof, nor they in thoſe of Denmark, 1:6, 5. Contin, 
iff, Dan. p. 99. But Gerhard being Dead, Margare: 
and her Husband Eric demanded the Guardianſhip of his 
Children, and under that pretencc, ſeizing upon many 
Caſtles and Places of the Dubs at laſt endeavoured 
to get the whole, and reunite it to the Crown of Dez. 
mark, which being perceived by Gerhards Sons, and 0- 
ther Princes, and that ſhe demanded of them, firſt abſo- 
lutely to reſign chat Dukedome to the King and King. 
dom of Denmark, before they ſhould receive the Inve- 
ſtitare of it, occaſioned a ſharp War for Thirty years, 
Ar laſt when the Dukedom came to Adelph the laſt, Duke 
of the Houſe of $chaneaburg, and that by his Igtereli, 
Chriſtian the firſt, Son to Theodorick Earl of Oldenturgh 
and Hedewig Adolphus's Siſter, had been Eleted King of 
Denmark, He promiſed by afolemn Deed to his Vnckle, an 
the $ tates of the Province of Sle(\wick, that he would newer 
wnite or incorporate the Dukedom of Sleſwick to the K ings 
dom of Denmark, and that ihey ſhould Swear Allegiance to 
him as Duke of Sleſwick, 4nd not as King of Denmark. 
4nd Adolph dying Ten jears after without Children, Chriſtian 
ſucceeded him, and from that time the Fief of the Dukedome 
of Sleſwick was not ſolemnly granted by the K ings of Denmark 
to any Body, that I k,ow ( ſays the Learned David Chytrxus, 
lib. 24. Saxon, Hiſt. p.717. ſeq.) for alowe 120 years after, 
There have been belides other diſputes about this Duke- 
dome, as, That this Fief (ſhould be exempted from the 
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performance of all Services z That the Succeſſion ſhould" 


come to Women as well as Men : by which it appears, 
that it was not always granted or held upon the ſame con- 
ditions, and that there is little Reaſon to envy the Houſe 
of Go:torp, for having at its own great charges and coſt, 
obtained for that Dukedome an Independent Authority, 
and chereby taken away all occaſions of diſcord between 
them and the Danes, For aſter this Independent Sove- 
raignty was granted, though they might have juſtly de= 
manded other ſatisfations to be made them, the Duke, 
preferred a Peace which they had juſtly ſought by che 
alteration of this Dukedome, and which was nt nr 
by the conſent of the King and States of Denmark, as molt 
advantageous both to the King and the Houſe of Gottorp, 


t9 a'l the Monies they mighs expe, And as all other. 


humane things or goods may by commerce paſs from one 
hand co another, ſo there is no doubt, but the Right of an 
Indepeadent. and Supreme Power may likewiſe be tranſ. 
mitted and S—— Therefore if a proportioned ſatiſ- 
faction be demanded to a great loſs ſuſtained, it may be 


given, not. only in paying ſo much mony, or delivering. 
up fo many Towns and Provinces, but by quitting and. 


transferring the Right of Supreme Power by thoſe who 
have a right to Alienate ; ſo that a Perſon, who before he 
tiad due ſatisfaftion made him , had bur a Dependent 
Power, may receive and retain it Supreme and Abſoluce : 
This being confirmed by a late inſtance of the Elector of 
Brandenturg, who, not many years ago, obtained Pruſſia 
in this manger. 

To fay that the moſt Serene Dukes of Gattorp have for- 
rified Tonaingen, levicd Forces, entredinto a League with 


the Spears, and made a Journey to Stockbolme, is but 2- 
frivo«. 
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frivolous Accuſation, For what ſhould hinder the Duke- 
of Gottorp, or by what Law is he prohibited to fortifie a 
Town, or raife a Fort and Buiiding one in the Duke- 
dome of Holſtein, he only does what all the Princes -and 
States of the Empire think they may do, and do every 
day, And if he would do the ſame in his Dukedome of 
Sl:(wick, we know no Lav or Treaty by which he is pro- 
hibiced ro doit, Frederick Duke of Gottorp having tor 
his own coſt found that he was expoſed to all ſorts of in- 
juries and damages, when-ever the Enemies of the Kings 
of Denmark were by War, or otherwiſe, drawn into his 
Territories, and that he was ſecure no-where; towards. 
the latter end of the year 1644. (during the War) began 
to fortifie Tonnimgen, which was not oppoſed by the King 
of Denmark, as there was no jult reaſon to do it. - Bur 
about the year 1660. that King laid Siege to the place, to 
force the Duke to aboliſh and annul the Treaty made ar 
Roſchild for the benefit of the Houle of Gittorp z whence 
you may welljudge with how little ſincerity the Dazes. 
intended to keep this Treaty,which they had ſo ſolemnly. 
agreed and bound themſelves to, Bur the Duke refuſing 
to hearken to ſo unreaſonable a demand, endured the Siege. 
ſtoutly, till after ſome time a Peace was coneluded with- 
out the leaſt meation that theſe Portifications ought nor 
to have been raiſed, or promiſe of demoliſhing them :. 
For as this Fort was built only for the ſecuricy and defence. 
of the Houſe of Gotrarp, that the Dukes might have a 
Place to retire to in times of danger; fo they never raiſ- 
ed more Forces than were neceſlary for the defence of' 
the Place: Andif the Duke had intended to invade Dex- 
wark, he mult have provided much greater Forces; and: 
taken other Meaſures, . 
Tint 
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That the Duke has entred into a League with the 
King of Sweden, is not denied, bur it is only ſuch an one, 
a$ may enable him to reſiſt an unjuſt Force, and defend 
himſelf, If the Dares do accuſe him of making any other 
Leagues to the Ruin of Germany or Denmark, his High- 
neſs denies it abſolutely, and deſires no credit may be 
given them in a thing for which they can bring no evi- 
dence: Bur if they alleadge, that the Conditions by 
which the Duke has ſought to ſecure his own Houſe from 
their Opprefſions, are Hoſtile and againſt them, they 
plainly thew that they have a mind to wrong thoſe they 
-oughe rather to Protect, and not provoketo a juſt Defence, 
25 in the end may prove dangerous to Denmark it 

elf, 

That ObjeQtion of the Dukes journey into Sweder is 
much of the ſame nature: For although his Highneſs 
would not be diverted by the Councils and demands of 
the King of Denmark, tending to nothing 'but-a War, 
from going to ſee the King and Queen Mother his' near 
Relations, and take their advice yet this Journey was 
never undertaken to enter into new Alliances, thoſe 
Princes being entred into one long before, bur in reſpet 
and deference to the moſt Serene Queen his Siſter, who 
had promiſed to come and ſee him, Nay, if the D ares 
(who are generally very clear-ſighted in the affairs. of the 
Houle of Gottorp) did not interpret all that which the 
Houſe of Gottorp does in the worſt ſence , they could 
have ſatisfied themſelves eaſily, that that Journey was 
never intended againſt their Intereſt, 

But ſome may ſay, that it was not lawful for the Duke 
of Gottorp to make a League with the King of Swedes, 
.becauſe he was declared an Enemy to che Empire.” Such 

| | tooleries 
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ftHoleries are ſo ridiculous, that they deſerve no Anſwer : 
But becauſe they are ſpread abroad, and may deceive the 
ſimple, who are the greater number, we muſt ſay ſome- 
thing to them. V Vhy the French and Swedes have been 
declared Enemies of the Empire, is a matcer we ſhall nor 
meddle with.. The Duke of Gottoyp is not concerned in 
the Quarrel of either of them, and ſo ought not to be 
involved therein. The Duke has been allied with Sweden 
ſince 1661, long before the Swedes were declared Ene- 
mies of the Empire, and at a time whenal! the Parties in 
War, even the Emperor, and alſo Sparn,. courted the 
Friendſhip of S wedes, and earneſtly deſired their Media- 
tion to compoſe the differences then on. Foot » Beſides, 
there is no Article of that Treaty with Sweden , which 
may endanger the ſafety of the Empire,or any of its Mem- 
bers, ſince it is wholly Defenfive, Nay, the Duke has by 
expreſs words excepted the Empire, declaring he would 
not be bound by this Treaty. whenever any thing ſhould 
happen to the prejudice of the ſame : And alſo the King 
of Swedez in it recommends to the Duke by all means to 
entertain a friend(hip with the King of Dexmark, And 
the Danes themſelves will not deny,. but that they,. the 
Elecor of Branderbonrgh,and others, have invited Smeden 
to.enter into a League with them; and therefore cannot 
blame in the Duke of Gottory what they themſelves did or 
would have done, eſpecially ſince the Duke ſought no- 
thing more than to render the Peace and publick Safety 
more firm and ſecure, Ir is then a meer cavil co obje, 
that the Dukes of Holfein have made a League with the 
Swedes, who are Enemies of the Empire, as ſuch, ſince 
their help was never -intended to be uſed bur for a-: 
juſt defence againſt choſe, who contrary to the Faith of 
Treaties, 
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"*Freaties, would invade them, and not to the prejudice 
of the Empire, or any body elſe, there being reaſon e- 
nough to ſear an Invalion by the face of things then, as 
the event has too unfortunately ſhewn, 

But becauſe the D azes are of opinion, as to the Taxes, 
that their Kings demand of the greater pare of them for 
himſelf was very juſt, and that the Duke had no reaſon 
10 deny it, {ince his Majeſty had an Army in Pay, or at 
leaſt more Troops than his Highneſs, to defend both 
Dukedomes , this muſt be more particularly examined : 
And firit, 'tis certain that the King would never acquaint 
the Duke, nor the States of the Province, with the de- 
ſigns of this V Var, though it was to be carried on with 
their Monies, and fo was far from undertaking it with 
their will and conſent, according to tlie Treaties and an- 
cient Cuſtoms, Moreover , though he had undertaken 
this VVar with the conſent of the Duke and States, he 
could not demand more mony than was agreed by the 
antient Treaties, and was wont to be granted. Beſides, 
this V Var was not entred into for the defence of theſe 
Dukedomes, but that che King of Dexmark might take 
that occaſion of invading the Swedes, and recover his 
loſſes in the laſt VVar. Again, if the King of Deamark 
thought, that becauſe of his League with the Emperour 
and the Ele&tor of Brandenbourgh, he could juſtly attack 
the Sees; yet could he nor violate the Agreements made 
by the Treaty of Roſc4i14, trample it under feet, ruin 
the Houſe of Gottorp; and to that end demand firſt the 
greater part of the Taxes, then overcharge the Dukes 
Sabjects with Impoſitions, exhauſt them almoſt totally, 
by forcing from them in leſs than half a year , ſeveral 
Millions of Gold, Nay, when the King of Denmark is 
put 
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Pur pon a heceſſary and defenſive War, *cis but jaſt he 
ſhould bringinto the Field a greater Army than the Duke 
for the Dukedoms of $leſwick and Holftern lying as a fence 
ro Dexmark, and its ſecurity depending upon theirs, each 
Prince is bound to find Forces proportionably tothe Land 
they poſſeſs, and which are to be ſecured from che Enemy. 
And though perhaps the King of Dexmark may ſay, thas 
he will with his own Souldiers alone, defend thoſe Duke- 
domes, and therefore has right to demand money from 
them, and all other neceſſaries for War at his pleaſure ; 
yet it is to be confidered, that this cannot be done bur by 
violating inthe higheſt manner the Rights of the Duke of 
Gottorp.z for we muſt nor think, that by reaſon of a War, 
the King may do-every thing, and the Houſe of Gottorp 
have no Power left in their own Territories. Nay, that 
Serene Houſe pretends to as much Power and Right, as 
to the making and carrying on a VVar, as the King of 
Denmark, in quality of Duke of $ leſwick and Holſtein can 
any ways pretend to, The Danes now do not queſtion, 
whether the Houſe of Gottorp hath the Power of V Var, 
ſince they have enjoyed it in all Ages, and made uſe of 
it againſt the oppreſſions of the D axes : but that King en« 
deavours to get it to himſelf, having in theſe late crou- 
bles manifelited his deſigns of abſolutely depriving the 
Houſe of Gottorp of the Power and Right of VVar; for 
when the Duke and all his Territories were in the Kings 
poſſeſſion at Rexdsbovrgh, the Danes demanded an ac- 
count of what Troops the Duke had fent for the defence 
of the. Empire, ordering that they ſhould be paid only by 
the Kings Commiſhoners, (as they are called) that the 
Duke of Gottorp might underſtand from thence, that he 
was not.to keep any mote Soukdier for his Deſence, nor 
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tohave any part of the Right and Power of VVar in the- 
c 


affairs of the Empire; or the Circle of Lowey-Saxony, bur 
that the King would challenge it wholly himſelf, to the- 


great injury and oppreſſion of the Houle of Gottorp, and. 


danger of other Princes, 

But the Proceedings at Rexdsbourgh are covered with: 
this further pretence, as if by it the Antient Union be-- 
tveen the Kings of Dezmark and Houſe of Gottorp was 
reſtored, and thoſe Provinces re-eſtabliſht in their moſt 
flouriſhing Condition, and therefore ſince the greateſt 
Maſters of Prudence teach us, that that Government 
which makes both the Prince and his Subjects moſt hap- 

y, ought to be preferred and. kept, the King ſeems to 
bee anther done well than ill, by having diſpoſed and 
brought the Dukedomes. from. a leſs,. ro a more happy, 


' nay, moſt happy ſtare, by thetranſaionsof Rendsbourgh, 


This is a fair Speech, bur if we confider it a little nearer, 
we ſhall eaſily diſcover its fraud : For whereas the Kings 
of D:-nmark and Dukes of Gottorp, have their Lands, 
Governments, and Towns, in the Dukedomes of S leſw;ck 
and Holſi:in, not only contiguous, but intermixed with 
one another, and. the ſafety: and happineſs of Denmark 
depending not a little upon the good Government of theſe 
Dukedomes, there were Treaties of Union made, cone 
firmed, and exchanged on boti ſides, by which the Go- 
vernment of theſe two Countries was left to both Princes 
joyntly, and they co command in them every year alter- 
natively, and to have the whole Nobility ad other the 
States, ſubje& to them, And as it cannot be denied, 
but that this conjunfion contributed very much to the 
peace and quiet of Denmark, ſo the Dukes of Gzttorp have 
uſed this Right {o catefully and diſcreetly, that my of 
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heir Ads have in the leaſt derogated from theſe Tres: 
ties of Union, which is more than can be ſaid of the 
Danes, for though they talk of the Union, when it is 
advantageous to them, yet have they often violated the 
ſamein things of the greateſt Importance, which is proved 
by this : That the Kings of Dexmark cannot without 
breach of the Treaties, (as moſt manifeſtly appears, by 
the Articles of the Union) enter into a VVar, nor carry 
it on at their own plea{ure, without firſt acquainting the 
Dukes of Gottorp with their Deſigns, and obtaining his 
conſent to itz nor in time of V Var diſpoſe at his will of 
their Subjects, or their Eſtates, who are either in his or 
in the Dukes Territories, Bur as the will and authority 
of the Kings of Denmark have ſometimes prevailed in 
other Afﬀairs relating to theſe Dukedomes, 10 have they 
affected hicherto to take greater power than the Dukes, 
though bar their equals there, And this having hap- 
pened many times before the Daniſb Monarchy was He- 
reditary, affd the Dazes ſince ſtrengthning themſelves by 
little and little, are now come to that, as to make and 
expound all manner of Treaties for the advantage of their 
King, and either think themſelves no longer oblig'd to 
them then as they are found ſuch, or as they may by them 
enſnare the Dukes of Gottorp, For the Dares publiſh 
openly, that their King will hereafter order matters in 
theſe Provinces, (the Government whereof is joyntly in 
him and the Duke) as a Prince having the Soveraign 
Power, and contequently uſe the Duke as his Vaſlal, 
This Joynt-Government being by the Treaties extended 
to both Dukedoms, it is ealily to be ſeen, that the King 
intends to exetcile a Soveraign and Independent Power 
in Sleſaick, and afterwards by little and little Uſſurp the

fame under divers pretences, and: eſpecially that of tfi& 
Union in the Dukedome of Holftein, and fo wholly abo= 
liſh the Dignity and Authority of the Dukes of Gattorp,, 
either by the Right of a Military Power, or by degrees 
incimeof Peace, Therefore, what one of the Fathers ſays. 
of Religion, That ſhe brought forth Riches, but the Daughter 
devoured the Mather,, may be ſaid upon this occaſion; 
The Union brought forth this Fojnt-Government , but the 

uarreiſome Daughter has deſtrozed her Mother, The Danes 
= no reaſon then. to deceive the Houſe of Gottorp, and' 
the V Vorld with the ſpecious word of Union, ſtace ever 
one may ſee, that the former condition thereof is mucin 
alter'd, and the farther this D 4z!ſb Soveraignty ſhall ex 
tend her V Vings,. the more the Houſe of Gattorp will be. 
endangered thereby. 

And no body can look upon this as a meer Conjecturs 
and Gueſs, ſince the D axes have in times paſt -and of late- 
confirmed the Truth hereof, and forced-the moſt incredy- 
lous to Believe it : For in the beginning of Fay, 1677, 
the King began to demolifh the VValls of the Fort of 
Tunderen, in the Dukedome of Sleſnick, though it ap» 
pertained to the Duke -of Gottorpywithour:ſpeaking a word 
ro him of his deſign or reaſon for-it, Not long betare, a 
laden Ship belonging, tro ſome Merchants of Lubeck, was 
{tranded upon the Shore: near New{tadt, a Town of the 
Duke of Gottorp's, in the Dukedome of Holſtein, Now 
this being without diſpute in. the-Territories of the Houſe 
of Gottorp, and fome monys being due to. the-Duke as 
Lord of the Place for. _ of the Goods and the keeping 
of them, the Cfficer of the Place, to keep his Maſters 
right, cauſed the Goods to be brought a-Shore, and to 
be. (huc up in. a, Barn, &'s, The Duke m—_ - 

ould' 
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fhould be reſtored to their Owners : But ſoon after came 
fome of the Kings Officers with orders to confiſcate the 
Goods, and having broken open the Barn-door, withont 
any regard to Law, or the Soveraignty of the Place, con- 
yeyed the Goods away upon ſeveral Waggons to H:lgen- 
haven, one of the Kings Towns, and thereby manie 
feſtly violated the Dukes right, having no Orders for the 
fame but from the Kings Commiſfioners, Beſides, in 
the latter end of Afarch 1677, the King of Denmark fig- 
nified ro the Duke of Gottorp, that he thought fir ſome 
Publick days ſhould be appointed for the Subjects, to 
Pray for the Preſervation of the Country, Bur hereir 
likewiſe was a deſign, for it being uſual to ſer three days: 
apart for publick Prayers yearly in his Highneſles Terri. 
tories, in-che week before: Rogation-Suxda), the King re- 
y'd-to take that time, and would notexpect the conſenr 
of the Duke for it ; but raking no notice thereof, com» 
manded thoſe days to be kept in the Dukedome of $!efwick 
in his own Name alone, and' in the Dukedom of Holſtein 
in his and the Duke of Holſtei's Name, thereby infring- 
ing the Articles of Ulnion-in ſeveral reſpe&ts. And thouglr 
che King pabliſhes, he acquainted che Duke of Gottorp 
with this _ » yet the Dake did never conſent to 
the thing,.nor the manner of it, Ir is by meer force and no 
right, that the King dereins that part of the Dukedome of 
Sleſ#ick,which does and did belong to theDuke of Gottorp; 
as we ſhall at large prove :: The Duke of Gottorp having 
already contradicted, and firmly contradifting all what 
his Majeſty thall publiſh or command: there in his Name 
alone, Belides, the King alone has no right to order 
mattersof the Government of the Dukedome of Holſtein, 
Gvhich ought to. be (erled by both Princes) not _—_ 
the: 
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che conſent of the Duke, though he .cauſe his Orders ts 
be Pabliſhed and Proclaimed in the Dukes name as well 
as his own, For a thing is not done by two perſons un« 
les there be a joynt conſent, Ir is evident therefore, 
that this alſo has been done contrary to the ancient Trea. 
ties: and becauſe that the Kings Order had only his Ma» 
jeſties Seal, and that the King alone cannot enjoyn the 
States of the Provinces any thing, and eſpecially becauſe 
that all this hath been done at a time when the Duke, 
according to courſe, ought to have had the direction and 
Prerogative of the Soveraign Power, and Joint-Govern- 
ment (from whoſe Power and Right herein, howſoever che 
Danes endeavour to detract by theſe pretended Novel. 
ties) the moſt Serene Duke did on the firſt of May 1677, 
proteſt againſt it ; and having appointed the aſkal days 
for publick Prayers, doth again hereby repeat his pub- 
lick Proteſtation in that behalf, 

Laſtly, this Calumny has alſo been added to the above< 
mentioned, as if the Duke of Gottorp (though almoſt en- 
tirely ruined by the D axes) ſhould intend dangerous pra- 
Riſes againſt their ſtate, And firſt, this Story has gone 
about, that he was caiſing Eight Thouſand Men in [rea 
land, to Tranſport into his Territories, and a great man 
have believed ic, Bur it being impoſſible to begin fach 
a thing, much more to perfeR ic, without the knowledge 
and conſent of the King of Great Br:tain, and the Damſb 
Envoy at Loydon having complained hereof, his Majeſty 
deſired him very prudencly to prove itz which he nor 
having hitherto been able to do, all good mea are ſarif- 
fied of the Vanity of the Fable. Afterwards another 
Story has been raiſed and ſprea4 in the Court of the Em- 
Perot and other Princes, having been preſented in writing 
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By the D axes to the Deputies of the Circle of the Lower: 
Saxony at Brunſwick, that the Dukes Deputies being ex- 
cluded from that Aſſembly, and the deliberations thereof, 
ie might ſerve as a Preſident to help them to perfet their 
yet worſe Deſigns. It is alſo charged upon the Duke, 
that he has taken meaſures with the Duke of Mecklen« 
bourgh, to contrive how they ſhould with their own For- 
ces, or thoſe of the Swedes or others, retake Wiſmar and 
Gluckſladt from the Danes. They endeavour to prove 
this Story by I know not what diſcourſe, of a certain 
Frenchman called De Luis, who was carried away Priſo- 
ner to Copenhagaen, and by ſome Letters they found abour 


VVe ſhall not now diſpute what the Duke of Gottorp,; 
fo unjuſtly opprefled by the Dares, may lawfully do a- 
eainſt them, and why he ſhouid not uſe all means for his 
own Defence : Neither is it neceſſary we ſhould plead ano- 
thers Caule, ſince ic may be preſumed, that no man will 
deſert himſelf, But we ſolemnly affirm here with all ſin- 
cerity, in the Name, and by the Command of the Duke of 
Gottorp, that he never thought upon any ſuch thing, nor 
exchanged a word with the Duke of 2fecklenbourg abour 
it, as that Duke has himſelf afferted ro the Duke of Got. 
torp's Miniſter ſent to him exoreſly, promiſing to declare 
the ſame publickly, and that he never gave any Orders ta 
this De Luis, nor truited him wich any Letters, The 
Danes themſelves, when they think of it, inſult over the 
Duke of Gat:orp, and ſay, they wonder extreamlyhe will 
not ſubmit to the Daxz!b Dominion, that is ſo eaſte, ſee» 
ing himſelf deſtitute of all help, and no Prince willing ta 
raiſe an Army in his behalf, And yer at other times 
they make him fo formidable, and fo full of pernicious 
EY: x deſigns 
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Deſigns againſt the Empire, the Kingdome of Denmark; 
and the Confederates, that they would have him decla= 
red an Enemy of the Empire, excluded from all publick 
Aſſemblies, and having almoſt entirely ruined him theme 
ſelves, to be quite oppreſſed by others. This is indeed 
a great Malice and Hatred, fic for none but men full of 
Gall, who are not aſhamed to obtrude ſuch Lies upon 
their King and the whole Chriſtian world, chat they 
may take away from the Duke all means of helping him- 
lf, and fo ſtain his Innocence with calumnies. that fo 
good a Prince might be thought nor to deſerve any pitty, 
and much leſs the help of Juſtice againſt ſuch manifeſt 
Injuries, .the greatne(s and ſplendor of whoſe Family is 
ſuch, tharthere is ſcarce any great Family in Germany, 
to whom he 4s not Allied and Related, In a word, ſince 
the diſcourſes or Letters of this De Luts, that are ſpread 
abroad, and pretended to be intercepted, do not at all con- 
cern the Duke, we delire no Faith may be given to theſe 
Stories of the D axes, till they (hew the Truth of them 
to the World, which undoubtedly they can never do. 
The falſehood of theſe Stories and Inventions thus 
plainly appearing, it remains we ſhould give the Reaſons 
why the Duke oughc in any impartial judgment to be 
entirely reſtored to all his Rights, which the Danes have 
ſo contrary to all _ Uſurped, His Highneſs obtain- 
ed chree points chiefly by the Treaty of Roſchild, wiz. 
* The Soveraignty or Supreme Power over the Dukedome 
of Sl:ſwick, without any dependence from the King or 
Crown of Demark ; the Terricory of Schnatftudt, and 
the Cathedral Church of S/eſ#:ck, with its Eccleſaſticat 
Juriſdiction, and ſome other chings, And becauſe the 
King of Deamark had at that time cacred into an am_—_ 
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fary War againſt the Swedes, not only without conſult? 
ing the Duke of Gottorp, but contrary to his Opinion, 
and notwithſtanding his difluading the ſaid King from 
the ſame, and had brought great Calamities upon che 
Provinces and Subjects of the Duke, by drawing the 
Swedes, T —— Braxdenburgers, Pelanders and Tar- 
tars into them z the King of Swede» would have procu- 
red a proportionable ſazisfaRion to his Father-in-Law, 
and his Highneſs might juſtly have admitred of it ; bur 
was contented for all the damages he had ſuſtained, with 
the remiſhon of the Vaſſalage of the Dukedome of S1:ſ- 
zick, and the yielding up of the Soveraignty thereof to 
him , without demanding any thing more tor his ſatiſ- 
fattion, This occaſion of the Controverfies and Wars 
between them being cur off, and both Princes having 
ſolemnly Sworn to keep this Peace, it feemed as if none 
more firm and ſecure could have been wiſhed for z burtthe 
Danes continually tormented fince che Peace at Roſehila, 
by the remembrance of their having yielded up this So- 
veraignty, have ſo far indulged their deſire of Revenge, 
that they have ſtudied nothing more than how co regain 
this Dukedome and ics Soveraign Right, and wholly tup- 
plantxhe Houſe -of Gattorpz which is fully proved by 
what we have faid already, and the moſt ſevere conditi- 
ons of Rena5bourgh, and the means uſed to forcethe Duke 
and his Miniſters to conſent to them ; which — 
ceffary to be known by thoſe that would judge aright of 
theſe Differences, we ſhall, before we have done, give ahe 
world ſome account, leaving it to their juſt cenſure, 

And though the D anes have obtruded theſe conditions 
upon the Duke of Gottorp, and have extorted from him 
the Authentick Inſtrument of the Peace of Roſch1ld, yer 
hereby they have done nothing but ſhown their own ins 
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fincerity, andthe diſ-ingenuity of their Proceedings; and! 


rendred themſelves obliged upon many accounts to make- 
the Duke amends for their violating of his Rights,. and to- 


reſtore him entirely to-the ſame ; which if they refuſe to 
do, they deſerve to be forced thereunto by all Princes who 
have any conſideration for Faith, Juftice,. and Conſci- 
ence, And this we ſhall endeavour thus to demonſtrate, 
1. VVhatſoever was given, yielded, and promiſed to 
the Duke of Gaitorp, by the King and Kingdom of Dex- 
mark, at the ending of the laſt. War.1658, was yielded 
deliberately with their Will and Conſent; and it was par 
ticularly. provided , that neither of the Parties, under. 


what pretence ſoever, ſhould ever recede from the Arci- - 


cles agreed. upon, and that they ſhould be kept invio- 
lable. Neither can the Dares objec here,.that they did 
not conſent to theſe things freely. and frankly, but only as 
forced by.che Arms of Swedez z for having freely and vo- 
luntarily atcacked the Swedes, they were free certainly al- 
ſo to conſent to what ſatisfaction and. compenſation the 
Swedes would inſiſt-upon ; and the Swedes having juſtly: 
extended what they demanded to the benefitof the Houle 
of Gattorp, which had ſuſtained ſo many lofles,by che 
War,.the Danes have;no reaſon tocomplajn of chem for 
it; the Szedes having then 3 juſt right by the Law of Na- 


tions to require yet more from Deamark:. And here this-

2. Not only the 17 2nd the States of the Kingdome 
of Denmark, togetner with che Duke of Gotiorp, have 
Sworn eacl of them to Feep thoſe Articles inviolate ; but 
the King of Great Britain, tne Maſt Chiifiesn King, and 
the States of the Wnuted-Provinces,, by whoſe care. the

Peace of Roſchild was procured, have alſo approved the 
ſame as Guarantees; and thence it is manifeſt, that who- 
ſoever .of the Parties ſhall violate this Treaty, or refuſe 
20 be obliged by the ſame, doth not only offend agaitift 
God and his Conſcience, but alſo che Law of Nations, 
and particularly provokes the Arms of thoſe Princes who 
are engaged ſolemnly in the Guzranty of the Treaty, 

. The Dazxes have conſenred to this Agreement twice 
already; firſt, by a general Approbationinthe 22 Arti- 
cle of the Peace of Roſchi14, made the 26 of Frb,1658, 
and then more ſpecially by the Agreement made at Coper= 
haguen the 12 of May the fame year. A little after the 
War between the Swedes and the Danes being renewed 
of a fudden , the Danes heſteged Tomninoen, and the 
Duke with all his Court reſiding in it, to make him re- 
nounce the Articles above-mentioned , ' and renounce his 
Soveraignty in the Dukedome of S leſwick, The Danes 
indeed complained at that time, that the Swedes had re- 
caken Arms againſtthem;, but whether juſtly or nnjuſtly, 
is not our buſineſs now to diſpute, For what has the 
Duke of Gottorp to do with it The King of Sze9e; his 
Son-in-Law,d nor give him the leaft notice, thar he in- 
cended to paſs into Dermark 2nd renew the' War there ; 
neither was his Highnefs charged of having committed any 
offence againſt the King of Denmark, Bur iuppoſe this ſe. 
cond War of the Swedes was unjuſt, as the D apes alledge, 
muſt cherefore che-Innocent and the Guilty be treated 
alike? what che Dvke enjoyed, was as a juft ſatisfaRtion, 
the Juſtice whereof he never did any thing 'againſt, 
Therefore when tliere was an end pur to this War by che 
Pexce of 1660; the Swedes indeed remitted again into 
the hands of the King-of Dr»mark ſome thnngs = had 
F 3 een 
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beeri. gfanted: them by the Treaty of Rq:hil2. But all 


that had been yielded or promiſed-to.che Houſe of G:ttorp 
remained as before without the leaſt diminution, The 
Moft Chriftian King, the King of Great: Brun, and the 
States General of the United Provinces, thinking it juſt 
to leave it ſo; the Danes for the third time now ap» 
proving that Treaty, and agreeing beſides with the Duke 
of Gottorp to-pals. a general Amneſty for. all Injuries and 
other matters committed before that time, as appears by 
the 25-and 28 Articles of that Treaty. 

4. Beſides, when-the Treaty of Peace was concluded 
berween the Swedes and the Poles, with their Allies, che 
Emperor. and-Ele&or of Braxdenbourgh-at Oliva 1660, 
he King: of Denmark and the Duke of Gotiorp were nor 
enly included therein :. But the Treaty. between. them the 
Swedes and the Duke made at Roſchils, and renewed af- 
terwards 1660, was alſo included init, as if it had been 
tranſcribed wozd for word; the Dares ratifying what 
the Kings of Sweden and Poland, and the Empexour 
and Elector of Brandentourg, had ſtipulated to that.pur= 
poſe, and ſo now the fourth time ſolemaly. approved the 
Agreements between themſelves-and the Houle oi Go:torp, 
And to the-intent that this Peace might be ſtrictly kepc 
by all Parties, not only the Danes and. Poles, with their 
Confederates, pfomiſe one another a mutual Guaranty ; 
bur the King of Fraxce alſo entred*into the ſame, agree- 
ing amonglt other things, That if any Prince thought 
himſelf grieved-by any other way than-force of Armes, he 
ſhould not Revenge it by way of Arms, but complain to: 
the ſeveral Princes, who were Parties in this Treaty, de- 
firing them to procure him a preſent and ſufficient ſatiſ- 
Eaction,. Vid, 4rizc,.22, 26, 31, 35, of that _ 
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E would fain have the Danes tell us, what Injuries the 
Houſe of Gottorp has done them, either by way of Arms, 
or otherwiſe: If they cannot tell, nor prove any, the 
Duke of Gottorp has reaſon to expect to be reſtored to all 
his Rights by the Princes.that have engaged their Faith 
in this Treaty, and that the D axes ſhould be uſed as break- 
ers of the Peace, If the Daxes will make theſe trivial 
objections, which have been already anſwered, paſs for 
Injuries, and eſpecially the League made with Sweden by 
the Duke of Gettorp for his own defence; | amaſraid they 
will find few expert Miniſters of their mind, Ir has al- 
ways,and ever will be lawful co make ſuch Leagues. Nay, 
if che Dazes will but remember their own Deligns, and 
examine their Conſciences, they muſt needs own them» 
ſelves the Authors, or occaſion of this League, For ſuch 
Principles maſt never be negleRea, nor the Poner of any ever 
be raiſed to ſuch 8 greatneſs, (or it muſt not be [tft in any 
ones power to do hurt, who has amind to do it) that after- 
wards jou md) not be in a condition ts diſpute your right upon 
equal terms, Saith Pohb, li,r. 

5. The diſſenting minds of Princes having been in-all 
Ages happily reconciled by Marriage, and their Animo- 
ſities thereby laid down, and ſometimes totally extin. 
ouiſht ; the Duke of Gattorp thoughr fir to uſe this Re- 
medy, and having humbly demanded, and obtained as a 
Pledge of ſincere Friendihip between both Princes, the 
Daughter of Frederick King of Denmark of lappy Me- 
mory for his Wife; and {everal Articles being at the 
ſame time agreed upon by the King and the Duke, as well 
relating to the _ as other things, the King then a- 
gain ratified all that had been ſo many times agreed be- 
eween them concerning this Dukedome, So that the 
F King 
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King now for the fifth time gave his confent to it in the 
year 1667, moſt freely, and withour the leaſt appearance 
of conſtraint by War or otherwiſe, | 
6. The Danes withonr the leaſt provocation or new 
injury ( all former matters being by an Amneſty in the 
Treaty aboliſhed on both fides) but ont of a defire of 
Revenge, and hope of regaining their loſſes , have firſt 
broken this Peace and Agreement made and concluded 
between the King and States of Deamark, and the Houſe 
of Gottorp, ſo often Sworn to and approved by both, part- 
ly by committing Violences upon old aboliſh'd prerences, 
and which by ſeveral Conventions have-been before ad. 
juſted, and partly by doing things either directly againſt 
the tenor of the Articles, or the neceſſary coniequences 
of them; for whatever is a&ed contrary to Friendſhip, 
breaks the Peace which ſubſiſts by nothing elſe; And 
., what other men are obliged to by Friendſhip alone 
Gror. lib. 3. * - Saath Pp 9 
c. 20. n.29. Princes are further tied to by their Promiſes and 
ſeq. Treaties, And therefore we hope it will find 
little credit what-the D azes falſly accufe the Duke of, as 
if he ſhould have provoked them juſtly ro what they have 
done, For theſe break the Peace who firft commit Violences, 
and not thoſe that repel them, and much leſs theſe that only 
endeawoxr to defend themſelves, faith Thuc)dides , where- 
with agrees the common opinion of the Learned in the 
Law, who ſay, That to make a Defence lawful, it is not 


neceſſary to expect or receive the firſt blow, Therefore 


what is obje&ted to Choſroe in Procoptus, may be applyed 
heres Thoſe break the Peace, who in time of Peace or League 
are firſt found to endeavour to ſwprize others, and not thoſe 
that are firſt in Arms, Now, if any one will impartially 
conſider all Tranſactions ſince the Peace of Raſch;id, ir 
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can never be made out, that the Houſe of Gotterp has: 
conſpired. againſt the King of Denmark, but on the con- 
erary, that the King hath laid ſnares. for the Duke from: 
rime to time, and at laſt ſurpriz'd himat Rendsbowrgh, as 
hath been before ſaid, 

7. If we confider well the means taken-by the D axes 
to gratifie their deſire of Revenge, thongh they have co- 
vered their intentions with many fair words, we ſhall 
find them very falſe and unjuſt, For the- Duke of Got. 
rorp and his Miniſters having been drawn to Rendsbourgh 
upon the hopes given, and {o many times confirmed of a: 
fair compolure of things, and' ſeveral proteſtations of 
friend(hip-and kindneſs,  were- preſently after ſhut up, 
and detained in Priſon, where they were forced to moſt 
unjuſt conditions :. there was quite another thing intend= 
ed than what was acted ; and any man may eaſily fee by 
what trick they were betrayed and trepanned. Therefore,, 
whatever was concluded there, is void in Law ; and the 
D anes have done nothing, either in forcing the Houſe of 
Go!torp to agree to theſe unjuſt conditions, or extorting fit 
and juſt ones fromit.. Neither have they hereby confirm- 
ed their old Right, nor got a new one. They have only 
taken Papers and Parehments from the Duke, bur not the 
Right chey lookt for ; and in truth there has been only a 
Play Acted at Rexdsbourgh but it was a Tragedy, For if we- 
weigh this by the Law of Nations, which is chiefly of 
Force between free Princes and People, the Convention. 
at Rendbourgh is abſolutely null and void ; nothing being. 
more contrary to Faith and Juſtice than ſuch tricks as 
theſe, and Princes being more ſtriftly bound'not to de-- 
part from it than any private perſon ; eſpecially fince the 
Articles with the Houle. of Gottorp of 1658, were agreed: 
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upon, and ſigned with ſuch Ceremony, and in ſuch man* 
ner, as equal them to an Oath, and chat by them, nor the 
King, .but the injur'd Duke is to be entirely reſtored, Ir 
was a ſaying of the Antients, That amongſt good men all 
proceedings ought to be ſincere, Now Princes ought nor 
only to be counted good, but the beſt of men; and the 
more punctual and ſincere they are in their Treaties 
with others, the greater will-cheir Reputation be, 

8. This Tranſaftion was likewiſe no ſmall breach of 
the Law of Nations, The King had defired the Duke, 
aſter they had Feaſted together friendly and kindly ar 
Dennenerk, to come and ſee him at Renaibourgh , and 
the Chancellor of.che Kingdom having repeated this de- 
{ire of the Kings, the Duke ſent word he would do him- 
ſelf the Honour to come and wait upon his Majeſty, His 
Highneſs was received with the ſhooting.of Guns, and all 
other demonſtrations of kindneſs and reſpe&, that he 
might believe himſelf welcome, But when he was de- 
tained a Priſoner, with Guards to watch him, and thar 
thoſe who ought to have been uſed like Gueſts and well 
entertained, were not-permitted to go away, nay, not ſo 
much as to ſtir our, the Law .of Nations was eminently 
broken , and ſufficient occaſion given for Reparation, 
Many wonder that the Duke would truſt his Perſon and 
his Minifters with the King, and that in a very ſtrong 
Town, Burt they will ceaſe wondering when they know 
all the repeated proteftations of true Friendthip made by 
the King and his Miniſters, fo that the Duke, who has a 
_ and great Soul, was afraid to be thought mi- 

ruſtful, or give a ſuſpition of it, eſteeming with Livy, 
chat to truſt was the way to be cruſted, Thus of old pe- 
riſh'd Dio, who knowing that Calippm had laid ambu- 
(hes 
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Thes for him, was aſhamed to uſe precaution againſt a 
Fiiend, and one whoſe Gueſt he then was, faith Plutarch., 

And here we muſt not omit the Violences uſed to- 
wards the Duke of Gottorp and his Miniſters , and the 
Troubles they were put to, If a man puts another in Pri- * 
fon or Cuſtody to extort from him, all what # done by it is nul, 
ſay the Civilians, Vid, Paulas [*», Lib, 22, ff. quod 
met, £cauſ, geſt, Nay, he that ſbuts any one in his houſe ta 
get a Promiſe or Obligation from him, does force him ta it, 
V.L. 1. Sent, Tit, 5, Se, $, Therefore in the Com- 
monwealth of Rome, by the Julian Law, be was guilty of 
publick Violence, who had ſbut up a man with an ill deſign, re« 
ſtrained him, or got an Obligation from him by force ; the 
Law declaring all ſuch void, 1, 5. pr. ff. ad 1. Ful, de wi 
publics, As force impoſes a neceſſity upon the mind, and 
is commonly accompanied with fear, becauſe of the ym- 
minent danger that unſetles the Sonl, 1:6. quod met. 
cauſ., So the Duke of Gottorp, a Friend, a near Relation, 
a Gueſt, a Brother, &c. being come to viſit his Friend, 


' Relation, Brother, &c. endured not only many hard vio- 


lent injuries and unjuft things, as well as all his Servants, 
but was terrified daily with new threats and apprehen- 
fions of great. Evils, by which his Mind and his Body 
were brought ſo low, that his grief caſt him into a dan» 
gerous diſtemper, Some of the Daxes have endeavoured 
to.conceal the diſguiſe, nay, deny too whar pafled at 
Renasbourgh, and perhaps are yet unwilling to confeſs the 


2 truth ; not becaule they can ſtifle what hath been done 


in the view of ſo many people, then at Rena«bourgh, but 
to {uppreſs all they could the remembrance of this Infa- 
mous Story, For we do not doubt, but that there are 
many good men amoug the Doan, whoabhor the c_ 
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ſel'of that man, who was then the great man with the 
King, andnever kept within. bounds, 

But however the Dar-s may be thought of by impartial 
judges of theſe things for his inexcuſable proceeding, 
they can neither reap any advantage thereby, nor. cauſe 
any damage to the Houle of Gottorp, or render irs condi. 
tion worſe, For though by the Principkes of Philoſophy, 
whoſoever has promiſed any thing by force or fear, ſeems 
to be bound to it in- ſtritneſs of Law : Yet ſince the 
Ancients have been of opinion, that ſummum jus is ſome- 
times injurious, and that. the Law of Nature abhors an: 
unjuſt force or conſtraint z. no Prince ought to-be bound 
by this ſum mum jus, when accompanied with force, but 
rather reſtored to what has-been forced from him, which 
the following words of Gro:4us explain and confirm. 1 «ms 
wholly of- the opinion of thoſe, who beltewe, that laying aſide the 
Civil Law, (by which the Obligation may be taken away or 
diminiſht) whoſoever has promiſed 4 thing through fear, ic 
bound, becauſe he has __ his abſolute conſent, and not @ cor;- 
ditional one, 4s in the caſe of one that miſtakes, For as 
Ariſtotle-ſazs ery well, hr tha! throws his goods tuto the Sea 
for fear of Shiparack, would millengly ſave them cond#umally, 
Viz, if the danger was not emminent ;, but he # abſolutely content 
to loſe them, conſidering the circumſtance of time and place, But 
T eſteem this moſt true if themanto whom the Promiſe is maar, 
hai terrifyed the other not juſt ly,but unjuſt ly, though but a little, 
and upon this has got a Promiſe, he to whom the promiſe was 
made, i bound to releaſe him from-it, if the other deſires it ; 
not becauſe the Promiſe is of n0 force, but for the injury done... 
L. 2. de Jure B, & P:; c. 11. n.7, He explains theſe laſt 
words thus in another place; He that has by cunning, force, 
gr unjuj! fear, ebiatned from ennther a Contrat or Prowiſe, 
W. 
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i beund toyeltaſe the Perſon of his ſaid ContraR, for he had 
a right neither to be decerved, nor to be forced , the firſt by 
the nature of Contrafs, the other by the Liberty of Nature, 
Lib, 2. de Jure B. & P, c. x7.n, 17. And he repeats the 
ſame, lib, 3. c. 19.7. 4. 10, The King of Denmark can fo 
much the leſs deny this right of Reſtitution to the Houſe 
of Gattorp, becauſe he himlelf would have challenged the 
ſame right when it was his own caſe : For his Majeſty 
having extorted from the Duke , by meer force, all he 
thought fit, his Highneſs was reproached, that he had 
gorren theſe things before by force, and the Arms of an 
Enemy, and had given juſt cauſe conſequently to the 
King to repoſſeſs himſelf che ſame way; 1t will then be 
very juſt, that the King ſuffer the Duke to make uſe of the 
ſame Law againſt his Majeſty, which he would have uſed 
againſt his Highneſs, fince this is a Rule of the Law pf 
Nature, which obliges all Princes without diſtinion,” I 
ſay the King would have made uſe of this Lew againſt the 
Duke, that having been forced to the Treaty in queſtion, 
he ought to have been reſtored unto his Rights again, 
But in this the Dazes are very much miſtaken, that chey 
do not diſtinguiſh by what kind of force or fear one 1s 
conſtrained, whether juſt or unjuſt ; and have gone abour 
fooliſhly ro perſwade themſelves and others, that the King 
had recovered the Soveraignty of the Dukedom of $ ” 
»ick, the ſame way he had loſt it, For as Juſtice offers 
Reſtitution with both hands to a man, forced unjuſtly to 
a promiſe or grant ; ſo it denies it flatly to one juſtly for- 
ced. Therefore when any one has himfelf been the cauſe 
of his being compelled to promiſe of give, he cannor re- 


cover it the ſame way, having loſt his right of Reſtitu- 


tion, by giving a juſt cauſe to the other , who -has

ought not to be denied, becauſe of the great Evils and . 


dangerous Errours which may ſpring from-ſuch-a denial. 
For if we take the Treaty of Rexdsbourgs into ſerious con- 
{ideration, we ſhall find the Dake of Gottorp deprived of 
all his Royalties, and the King alone inveſted with theny, 
.and all ſubmitted. to his Pleafure, For the King alone 
having undertaken. the defence of both. Dukedoms, de 
clared all the Dukes.Treaties null, deprived: him of his 
Souldiers, demoliſht his Towns and Forts, detained him 
againſt his. will in. Cuſtody, raiſed-ſuch great Taxes up- 
on his Lands, that his Highneſs and' his Subjects have 
nothing remaining z. whence it.is manifeſt that che Right 
of Peace-and. War, and the other great Royalties, are ta: 
ken away, from.the Duke by this _— or at. leaſt ſo 
much incroached upon, that all the Authority which he 
might of right, and has hicherco, after the Example of his 
Anceſtors, enjoyed. and- exetciſed,. is- now in the King 
alone, and at his diſpoſe, under whoſe power and pleaſure 
his Highneſs muſt hereafter live, under the-Notion of a 
Client or Vaſlal, but really as-a Subje&t.. So-heretofore 
the Latins complained, That under the colour of a League 
with.the Romans. they lived inSlavery ;. and the Achaians, 
that their League was now become a precarious Slavery, and, 
as Tacitus ſpeaks, A miſerable Slavery was now falſly called 
Peace, And though Proculus be: of opinion, that free 
Tenants are not under the Dominion or Subjection of- 
the Patron,. yet. when a Prince or People come under the: 
Protection of a Superiour Prince or-People, we know by- 
experience that a fall is eaſie in ſlippery ground, and that: 
the Tenantſhip is ſoon changed into a ſoft Singry,which 
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(5r) 
the Duke of Go!torp has the more reaſon tofear and avoid, 
For that-the King of Denmarks Power reaching from the 
further part of Norway, as far as Hulland, is very great, 
and thatunder the pretence of the Unionat the Treaty of 
Renasbourgh, vainly called by the Name of Pragmatick 
S$anf1on, an occalion may be taken to- oppreſs or ſuppreſs 
the Authoricy and Dignity of the Houſe of Gotorp.. 
Who ever (aw a Soveraign Prince without Royalties ? 
Who can (hew a Duke of $ leſwick thus wholly diveſted 
of his high Prerogatives > If the Dakes of $l:ſaick are to 
be inveſted hereafter by giving them a Banner, and with 
the Ceremony obſerved ar Ortenwaldt in 1580, will nor 
that be a Proclaiming of them SubjeAs with the greater 
Pomp only, and telling the world: by this Inveſticure, how 
proud they are of this Subjection > If the Dukes of Got- 
torp were caſt into this condition or abandoned in it, and 
on the contrary, the Kings of Deamark might govern at 
their Plealure the Dukedomes of Slefnich and Holſtein, 
and that part of chem. alſo which cr je to the Duke, 
what an augmentation of Power would that. be to them, 
and how might they abuſe it if ever they would make uſe 
of ic againſt Germany, and. eſpecially the Circle of the 
Lower-S axonys This may be made out by anexadt account 
of the vaſt ſums of mony, and all other. chiugs, they have 
extorted in a liccle time from thoſe Provinces ; is is hard- 
ly credible how great the ſums. are. And. we know well 
enough what an ambitious Example they have ſhown, 
and there is no-queltion.but opportunity and power, will 
invite others to-follow them, Therefore Prudence re- 
quires racher that the Duke of Gottorp thould, be in time 
reſtored co his former condition, and all his Rights, than 


- that ſo.mauy Princes, Provinces, and Towns, be deftroy- 
| ed: 
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£d by his Ruin, which will be eaſily prevented, if che 
injury now done to his Highneſs be looked upon by every 
one of them as done to themſelves. 

Bur ſuppoſe we fhonld grant chat the Duke of Gotrorp has 
effeRually bound himſelf by the conditions of Rexasbourg 
toaVaſlalage for the Dukedom of S1-ſn:ck, (which fuppo- 
fiction we' yet conſtantly deny as falſe ;) yer the delay of 
demanding the Inveſtiture cannot be imputed tothe 
Duke, but to the King alone: for who does not know 
that the Strong-holds of Tomninzen and Holme are feated 
in the Dukedom of Sleſwichk? And the King withour re- 
gard to his Word, having razed them th, taken away 
the Garriſons and all the Artillery, kept the Duke be- 
ſiegedin his Caſtle of Gottorp; and all this relating to the 
Dukedome- of Skſnich ,, hath not the Duke juſtly de- 
manded, that all theſe Grievances be firſt redrefſed, and 
ſatisfation be made to him for them? If he had done 
otherwiſe, and blindly asked the Inveſtiture , truſting 
himſelf to the'Kings pleaſure, there had never been any 
notice taken of: the old and new Grievances, and his 
Highneſs had” raſhly ſubmitted himſelf ro a Vaſlalage, 
that had deprived him and his Poſterity of all his Royal- 
ties, andexpoſed rhern to the erernal Scorn of the world, 
Beſides, firice ttw#s fuggefted ro.the Dukes Ambaſladors 
ſent to-Coperthayien abour the Fief and Grievances, thar 
they would do well to return-to his Highneſs for new In- 
ſtruQions abour rhe Fief, withour expecting any Orders 
from him, 'the King had certainly no cauſe given him 
for Sequeſttzrions, anid-choſe other as of Hoſtility com- 
mitted by his Order in the Dakedom of Sleſwick, And 
ſo we muſt nor yield that the King, by doing Ads by 


- 


which the Lord of a Fief uſes ro loſe his Right, ſhould take + 
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away anothers Right z and not only gain by the Ruin of 
che other, but even by what onghe to turn to his own loſs, 
contrary to the Laws of Nature; Nartiotis, Feudal, and all 
others whatſoever, Eric Duke of Sl-ſwich, having left 
after his Death his Son Waldemar a Child, Chriſtopher 
the Second King of Denmark, pofleſſed himſelf of that 
Guardian-ſhip of Waldemar, and at the ſame time of the 
whole Territory of $l-ſz1ck, except Gutto-p, which when 
he alſo beſieged to gain the whole Dutchy, Gerhard Earl 
of Hoijtein, Unkle to Waldemar, with ſome others,oppos'd 
him {tourly, and for this Felony committed by the King in 
1326, there was great Debate; which Meur/a thus re- 
lates; The Dukedom of Slefwick hawing been held till then 
as aFief from Denmark, and theſe Princes by reaſon of this 
Uſurpation of the Rings, bring unnilling it ſhould continue 
ſo hereafter, was the occaſion of a long Contention, lib.4. p.70, 
which ended, as we have faid.-before, If ſiedetand in 
the Name of Waldemay was notunreaſonable, with how 
much more Juſtice doth our Duke defire that he might 
have his own, and a full Reſticurion from che King of what 
he derains from him ſo-unjuſtly, and has Sequeſtrated by 
meer force; and God Almighty having ordered: Reſtita- 
tion to be made where Covenants are broken, it is but 
juſt that his V cer upon Earth ſhould'endeavour to 
put his Decrees in EXecution, | 
13, If we look upon. his Sequeſtration rightly, and 
examine it by the Rutes of Juſtice, we ſhall find it wholly 
void by Law. For it was neither done by any Conven- 
tion of the Parties, not by any Judicial Authority. The 
Danes, preſume, will conf che former,and.the other we 
do not queſtion bor to- make them alfo agree to. The: 
King of Denmark having made tim(elf Plainriff _ 
ie 
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the Duke of Gottorp, inthe buſineſs of che Dukedome of 
Sleſwick, his Majeſty cannot be a Jadge in the ſame cauſe : 
Which is explained by ſeveral Civilians, Aa. 7, Cod, 
Nequis in ſud cauſa judicet wel jus (ibt dicatz that is to ſay, 
Let no man be Fudge in his own Caſe, or do himſelf juſtice, 
And this muſt not be underſtood, as if the Poſitive Ryo. 
man Law only (by which the Dazes are not bound) did 

rohibire any one to be Judge in his own caule, for the 
you of Nature dictates the ſame, and right reaſon which 
obliges all the world, proclaims it. Men blinded by their 
affe ions do not ſee the truth in their own affairs, faith Arie 
ftotle, And*for this reaſon the Kings of Denmark them- 
ſelves conſented heretofore, that all Diſputes abour this 
Fief ſhould be determined by Imapartial Judges, .accor- 
ding to the contents of the Treaty-of Union, and that 
both parties ſhould abſtain from haſty Sequeſtrations, 
Ord. jud. prov. part, 3.tit. 3, A judicial Sequeſtration 
being thus prohibited, becaule.it is a kind of Execution 
wherewith a State eught not to begin z This Sequeſtra-

ſuffered himſelf tro be perſiwaded, that he could abſolve 
che common people, Prieſts, and Magiſtrates, Subjects to 
the Duke in the Dukedome of $1:ſwich, from the Alle- 
giance they have ſworn to their Prince, he has cauſed 
ſometimes one, and ſometimes another to be carried away 
by Souldiers from their babitations, and from their Sacred 
and Civil FunQions, and ſome to Rexd:bourgh ( where 
this whole Tragedy was begun, and where they have 
been put in Priſon, at leaſt detained for ſome time. )Thoſe 
of the Dukes Officers and Subjects, that have ſeen and 
underſtood all that hath paſſed between the King and the 
Duke, muſt needs know, that his Majeſty has indeed a 
oreat Power over his Subje&ts, but none over thoſe of 
other Princes. at leaſt not ſuch a one as can free them 
from their Oath co God, and Allegiance to his Highneſs ; 
eſpecially whilſt the matcer in difference is not onely 
doubrful, but before no Judicial Court, much leſs de- 
termined, Nay, they know that they are bound co ſuf- 
fer rather the greateſt Miſeries, and the loſs of their whole 
Fortunes, than to aQ againſt their own Conſciences and 
Oaths, or do any thing to the prejudice of their Prince, 
leſt they ſhould provoke the Anger of God, and the 
Dukes juſt Revenge ; no obedience being due to any 
body, that gives ſentence out of his own Tetritory, where 
he has no Juriſdiction, L, Vel,f, de Juriſd, And if others 
frighted with the noiſe of an Army, or the fear of great- 
er Evils, renounce their Allegiance, let them conſider =

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they enſnare their Conſciences, if not expoſe themſelves: 
to the puniſhments for Perjury and Perfidiouſneſs, To- 
prevent which, let a-full and quick Reſtitution take away 
this illegal Sequeſtration, | 
15. The King cauſed this Sequeſtration of the Duke- 
dome of $1:ſwick to be Proclaimed with a Threatning of 
Deprivation, It is apparent from what has been faid,thar 
this Sequeſtration is ſuch, execured with: that Rigour, as 
if the Duke was actually deprived and: deveſted of the 
Dukedome of S/:ſ#:ck, though this Deprivation be as 
unjuſt and. violent as the Sequeſtration, How can the 
Authors of ſuch Counſels be ſufficiently. wondred at, by 
thoſe that remember, that a Fief is a.Contrat obliging 
both Parties, and that the Obligation berween the 
Lord and his Vaſfal is as reciprocal , as that between. 
Husband and Wife, faith Cujariur,, Therefore, as a 
Vaſſal promiſes to-his Loxd upon Ofch. to perform truly,.

Lord to the Vaſſal, and is oblig'd: to fulfil itz if he doth 
the contrary, he is declared of no Faich,. Perjur'd and 
Perfidious by the Feudal Longobardick Law, 2 Feud, 6. 
Theace it is thac all Felony. which deprives- a Vaſſal of a 
Fief,, d*prives the-Lord alſo-of the Propriety thereof, if 
committed by him, and confers it upon the Vaſſal ; moſt 
eſpecially if the Lozd ſpoils him,. that holds a Fief 
from him,, of his Forts, wherein he may keep himſelf ſe- 
cure much more :- if the Lord demolithes and deſtroys. 
them.to the ground ; If he uſes the Vaſlal and his Sub. 
jecs ill, charges them. with Impoſts and Taxes, and Pul- 
—_ them; it he lays Siege to the Vaſſals Caſtle, or 0- 
ther his place of habitation ; If che Lord bereaves him 
of the Fief by his own. Authority, without cognizance \n

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the cauſe, and judgment thereupon , or if judging the 
cauſe himlelf, he alienares the ſame ; For though the Lord 
accuſe his Vaſlal of having done ſome ac delerving De- 
rivation, yet he is not to be abſolutely believed, though 
e bea SupremePrince, faith Vultejus 1i5,1,c.11, v.55. 
In a word, to repeat the proper Terms of the Las , 1f the 
Lord emers into theFief by a bad way, that is to ſay, as Baron 
$ chenkius explains it, ad (16,2, Fred. Tits 2.{cd, Stwero 
Vaſſalus. If he breaks 14:0 Peſejoi04 not by the way of the 
L aw or Juſtice, but by Violence, For in ſuch a caſe, if he 
refuſes wholly to reſtore the Fief, and what belongs to it, 
he may be forced to it by the way of Arms, And there- 
ſore, if the Lord and Vaſlals are to be judged in the ſame 
manner, according to the opinion of all Feyijis; certain- 
ly the King of Dezmark hath loft all his Right long bee 
foe: if he had any, in that part of the Dukedom of Sleſ- 
wick which belongs to the Duke of Gotrovp, and the Duke 
ought to be Reſtored againſt the King, according to all

16, For the Duke of Gytorp having received this 
Dukedome with the greateſt Right, and in the moſt ab-

fear, or the like > Cerzcainly there is no reaſon againſt ir, 
_— requires this remedy for both, Neither is it limi-

co theſe alone, but ir is gE_ as often as there is 


any cauſe of Reſticution, 7. ff. de reflit. in imteg, 
Natural Equity it ſelf requires, that a man decetrved in an 
thing, where others ought to have proceeded- with ſincerity, be 
fully reſtored, eſpecially ſince by ſuch decetts whatever 15 done, 
& annulled, ſaith a great Lawyer. 

Now, who muſt reſtore the Duke unto all his Rights > 
Whats hath beca faid. before doth furniſh us with an an- 
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Fer, The King of De-amark, who has unjuſtly injur'd 


the Duke, is beyond all others obliged to do it in the 
Court of Equity and Conſcience , which demands as 
xeady an obedience, as the King himſelf dothfrom his 
Subjects. For thoſe that do an ill a knowingly, or are int» 
frumental to it, are to be f or in the number of thoſe that can- 
zot go to Heaven without Repentance, And true Repentance 
requires abſolutely, if there be trme and power, that he that has 
done the Injury make fatisfation for #t , Grot, lib, 4.:4e 
7.B.& P.c.10.".

way be wndertook not onh for Friends and Allies, bat for mens 
ab[uth if they ave barbarouſly injured. Grot. lib.z. deT,B. & 
P.c.25.n.1. & ſeq. And who is more injur'd than he, 
who by a Coulin of the ſame Family, bis near Ally, and 
»Brother, againſt his Faich ſa mapy times ſwotn, 'is 1o ill

Therefore fince other Princes are nor a little concerned, 
when the condition of any Prince is brought ſo low, con-

And ſince amongſt thefe Princes that are Securities, 
the goud will of the moſt Serene and Porent King of 
Great Britain, towards the Houle of Gottorp, appears 
above the reſt, his Majeſty having not only engaged 
himſelf with other Princes and States, for the hes 
tion of the Peace at Roſchild, and the Treaty of Copen- 
haguen, made between the.

Rendsbourgh. 


Now all Men to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, 
Q That whereas, for the common Security and Safe- 

ty,ſeveral Treaties of Union and Conjunction have 
been heretofore made between the Kingdom of Dex- 
mark and the Dukedoms of Sl-ſwick and Holſtejn, which 
have been renewed, augmented, and .changed, accord- 
ing to the Exigence of times; and-that the moſt Serene 
and Potent Prince and Lord Chriſtian the V. King of 
Denmark and Norway, Goths and Vandals, Duke of Sleſ- 
#ich and Hoiſtein, Stormar and Dithmars, Earl of Olden- 
bourgh and Delmenhorſt, and the moſt Reverend and Serene 
Prince.and Lord, the Lord Chriſtian Albert, Heir of Nor- 
waz, Coadjutar of the Biſhoprick of Lubeck, Duke of $1eſ- 
wick and Holſtein, Stormar and Dithmars, Earl of Oldexn« 
bourgh and Delmenhorſt, judging it very neceſſary in theſe 
dangerous and troubleſome times,” that ſuch Treaties of 
Union be renewed after the Example of their Anceſtors, 
and be accommodated to the preſent condition and State 
of their Kingdoms and Dominions: And his ſaid Maje- 
Ky having appointed on his part [Here the Names - 
the 
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the Kings Commiſhoners were inſerted] and the ſaid 
Duke on his part [Here the Names of the Dukes Com- 
miſfioners were inſerted ] and the ſaid Commiſſioners, 


having accordingly met together, have agreed upon the 
following Articles. 


As his Royal Majeſty and. his moſt Serene Highneſs 
do Govern joyntly the Dukedom of Sle:ſwick and Holſtein, 
and the Countries incorporated therein z ſo they ſhall 
both endeavour, according tothe'Contents of the former 
Treaties of Union, unanimouſly to direct all cheir Coun- 
(els for the ſafery and augmemation of the ſaid Duke- 
doms, and to preſerve them from all damage, danger; 
2nd detriment, 


Therefore, as often as necelfity ſhall require it, or any 
danger ſeems to threaten theſe Dukedoms , they (hall 
both do all they can, by united Counſels and Forces to 
prevent itz and if the thing comes tro a War, let no 
Truce be made, nor-Peace contracted, before the danger 
be removed from both their Heads, and fatisfation be 
made to both by the Enemy, and che publick ſecurity 


provided for,

And as therefore his Royal Majeſty by this takes en 
tirely-upon him the Guaranty and Defence, both of the 
moſt Serene Duke, and the part he has in-the Duke- 
doms; fo his ſaid moſt Serene Highneſs promiſes again, 
that ay often as his Royal _— ſhall be neceſſitated 
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to draw Forces from his Kingdomes for the deferice of 
theſe Dukedoms, and the Countries incorporated therein, 
or ſhall be in War againſt any Forrein Prince whoſoever 
he be, none excepted (though his Majeſty thinks it al. 
ready his due by the Union) he ſhall not only give him. 
free paſſage through his Land, and all his Towns, bur 
liberty to Liſt and Muſter Souldiers, aſſigning them quar- 
rers and places to: Encamp, and. helping the King with all

Becauſe alſo,during theſe troubleſome times, his Royal 
Majeſty could not forbear by an unavoidable neceſſity to 


ask leave for his further ſecurity to put Garrifons of his. 


own into:the Forts of Gottorp and Tonninges, and the For- 
treſs of Stapelholme,, which-his moſt Serene Highneſs has 
granted, upon this certain. hope that theſe troubles be- 
ing over, and the Peace made, all things ſhould be en- 
tirely given back and reſtored: as they were :. And his 
moſt Serene Highneſs having made- certain Leagues, in 
which there are (ome things which give no ſmall jealouſies 
to. his Royal Majeſty; that he may hereafter be more 
ſecure of the intentions of his moſt Serene Highneſs, and 
all occaſion of miſtruſt be wholly taken away it is agreed 
and covenanted on borh ſides, that ic (hall not be lawful 
hereafter for his moſt Serene Highneſs to make any Alli.

And that the Forts and Strong-holds that ate neceſſary 
for the Defence of theſe Dukedoms and Countries there- 
in incorporated, may be provided and furniſhed with all 
neceflaries, according to rhe Exigencies of times, and the 
threatning dangers, with leaſt trouble to the States of 
the Provinces; both Parties have agreed, that hereafter 
the Contributions ſhall be bronghe 1nto a common Trea- 
ſury, and ſhall not be imployed to any other uſe than this 
now mentioned, | 


But becauſe the Contributions that have been paid till 
now, have been fo far from keeping the Souldiers which 
are appointed for the Defence of theſe Dukedoms, thac 
his Majeſty has been neceſſitated to add conſiderable 
ſums our of his own Revenue ; and his moſt Serene High- 
neſs having pat into his Coffers the beſt part of the Con 
tributions he has received, and employed the ſame to 0- 
ther uſes, for which his Majeſty pretends a ſatisfaction to 
be made to him: Therefore in lieu of a compenſation, 
and that all chings, as much as is poſſible, may be re- 
eſtabliſhe in the ſame tate, and reſtored according to 
the Rule of the antient Diviſion, which Hereditarily has 
been granted ro each Houſe ; His moſt Serene Highneſs 
quits wholly and for ever to his Royal Majeſty the Terri- 
tory of Swabſtadt, with half of che Chaprer of Sleſwick, 
and of the Cathedral Church, which together with the 
faid Territory of Swabftadt, was heretofore yielded to his 
moſt Serene Highneſs by his Sacred Royal Majeſty of 
glorious Memory, with all che Appurtenances, Revenues, 
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Profics, Domains, mg. and Royalties, as his 
moſt Serene Highneſs had the ſame yielded to him, and 
bas quietly poſleſled till now,

And nothing being intended on both lides by the rc - 
newing of this Union and Treaty but to re-eſtablith a per- 
petual and moſt neceſſary good underſtanding betweet, 
the Royal and Ducal Families, and to keep the ſaine in.

have happened in proceſs of time, having given.not a little 
occaſion of miſtruſt ; ic is at laſt. agreed and Covenanted, 
that to reduce all things to their former condition as ſoon

the ſpecious pretence of ancient and lace Treaties, and ac- 
culing Our wo and Father, and Us with a great many 
things, Theſe Letters being full of ſuch complaints, 
VVe cannot but defend Our Innocence, and free Our Ho- 
nour from ſuch accuſations, by letting your moſt Serene 
Majeſty underſtand Our Reaſoas, why 7 a differences be- 
eween Us and che King of Dexmark ought not to be ex- 
cluded out of the Negotiations for an Unuverſal Peace, not 
indeed can be debared any-where elſe without great dan- 
ger and prejudice to tls, VVe have been (0 —_— 
of the ancient Treaties and Alliances, that for ſevera 

Ages the Dukes of Gotrorp have lived under the Autho« 
rity and at the Deyotion of the Kings of Denmark, Bur 
VVe 
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VVe are not by any Treaties to be oppreſſed by thoſe whe 
are obliged by Verrue of Our Alliances to defend Us, nor 
are VVe to ſubmit Our Selves to a voluntary Slavery, but 
are rather by the ſaid Treaties freed from ſo ſad a Yoke. 
Let the Kings of Dexmark but conſider how they could 
make VVurs upon VVars, and involve the Dukes of 
Gortorp's Territories fo often in the Calamities attending 
VVar, not only without conſulting the Nukes, bur again(t 
their will and earneſt diſſuaſions from the ſame, withour 
breach to the ancient Treat.es and Alliances, from which 
VVe are ſure it cannot be proved, that Our Anceſtors 
ever receded raſhly or unjuſtly, As to the Articles of 
Renasbourgh, VVe confels that VVe do not think Our 
Selves further oblig'd to them, then either the goodneſs 
or equity of the cauſe, or of the way of proceeding will 
oblige Us.* We came as Friends and Gueſts to Kends- 
bourgh, inticed with great hopes and ample Proteſtations, 
that all things hould be ſincerely and fairly tranſated 
and determined, But We were againſt the Laws of Na- 
tions and Friendſhip Treated like Enemies, detained Pri- 
ſoners, guarded with Souldiers, and art laſt ſeat from one 
Priſon to another, every-where beſieged, and through 
fear and threatnings compelled unjuſtly to moſt unreaſon- 
able conditions, (which the very way of proceeding ar- 
Sues to be null), Therefore VVe are fo far from con- 
_ to them freely and voluntarily, that VVe have 
never {o mach as freely ratified them. For thoſe things 
that are done by force, and through fear, may be ſome- 
times made valid by a ſubſequeat free conſent; yet no 
conſent is to be eſtee:ned ch, except the perſon who is 
ſaid ro have conſented freely, be firit ſer at fu!l liberty : 
when on the contrary, fear once cauſed ia any tranſattion 
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is ſuppoſed to continue ſtill : and VVe were the more 
diſturbed thereby, becauſe V Ve were by the King depri- 
ved of all good Counſels, Our Principal Miniſters being 
violently carried away Priſoners to Copenhaguen, and the 
reſt frighted from Us by this unheard-of Example. The 
Soveraignty of the Dukedom of $leſwich, porchaſed with 
a very good Title, and at adear rate, was yielded up to 
Our Houſe by Fred:rick the Third King of Denmark, 
by his own free and often repeated conſent, and has been 
quietly poſlefled by Us for above Sixteen years; neicher 
is it any matter, that it was obtained partly by the for- 
runate Succeſſes of the Arms of Szeden, lince it is un- 
doubtedly true, that VVars may be made not only for 
O.r own good, but for the good of others, and that the 
King of S$'nedex was then jultly provoked to take up Arms 
againſt the Danes, and thar if the King of Denmark has 
ſuffered any force, it being but juſt, he cannot pretend to 
any Right of Reſtitution, VVe cannot likewiſe conceal, 
that by this and the foregoing Wars made by the Kings 
of Denmark, VVe have contracted many great Debts , 
and Our Subjes are ſo exhauſted by Contributions, that 
part of them have been forced ro quit the Country, and 
the reſt are glad if they can get the coarſeſt ſort of Bread 
to eat, Now when VVe quitted, by the laſt Treaty, 
all Our precenſions of ſatisſation from the King of Den- 
mark,in conſideration of the Soveraignty which was yield- 
ed up to Us ; what have we got, I pray, that any one 
ſhould envy Us for> Ir is the King of Dexmark only is 
the gainer, who by that opportunity got the Soveraignty 
of that part of the Dukedom of $l-ſw1ck which is his, and 
thereby ſoon after an occaſion of getting the Monarchy of 
the whole Kingdom, Therefore, ſince that Our _ wn 

ather 
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Father was by ſo many Solemn and publick Treaties ab<: 
ſolutely freed from the tie of Vaſſalage and Homage, ir 
cannot certainly be imputed to him, that he had without 
any regard of his Alliance to the Kingdom of Denmark, 
extorted the yore ye of the ſaid Dakedome, unleſs 
the King will flight all the Treaties of Peace and Con- 
ventions that have been made upon that occaſion, and by 
his Example incite the Kings of Spain and Poland, nay 
his own Subjects to repoſleſs themſelves of their loſt 
Provinces, and Ancient Rights and Authorities, as ſoon as 
they (hall have an occaſion and power to do it, We do 
with all gratitude acknowledge your Majeſties favour , 
tha beſides the general Guaranty of all the conditions of 
the Peace at Roſchild, you have been pleaſed to oblige 
your Self to a ſpecial one for the Preſervation and Aﬀſer- 
tion of this Soveraignty, Iris without any ground the 
King of Denmark pretends, | that VVe obtained the 
Soveraignty by the favour of Cromnellonly : For beſides, 
that the good Offices and Mediations of other Kings and 
States intervened im this Aﬀair, and the concluſion there- 
of; VVedo not well conceive how the King of Denmark 
can ſhow which of the Uſurpers As your Majeſty is 
pleaſed to hold ſor good, and which not : For it will not 
conſiſt with reaſon of State, and the publick good, that 
they ſhould be all annulled, Nay, if the King of Denmark 
will be pleaſed to look into the circumſtances of this mat- 
ter, he will find that the Ergl:ſb Ambaſſador, who Reſided 
at that time at Copenhaguen, was unknown to the King of 
Sweden, brought to his Majeſty by the Daxiſb Comnmuſſt- 
oners, and by them Sollicized ro employ his utmoſt en. 
deavour for a Peace, Ic appears from hence, that all Our 
Complaints of the great Injuries V\ e have ſuſtained by 
the 
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the Daxes are juſt, and that Wenever deſigned any thing 
tothe Kings prejudice, but that what may perhaps have 
diſpleaſed his Majeſty, was ſolely intended for the de- 
fence of Our Houſe and Dominions, which is every way 
lawful; and therefore V Ve are molt unjuſtly reproached 
of intending and having ſuch pernitious Dcfigns, ſince 
we have only ſought for a lawful Defence againſt an un- 
uſual Domination and Oppreſſion. V Vhich things being 
chus, as your moſt Serene Majeſty may be more particu- 
larly informed by a deduction we have lately cauled to 
be Printed of this whole Afair, or by Our Envoy Extra- 
ordinary Reſiding in Loadon, we hope nothing will ap- 
pear more reaſonable, than that we thou'd be admitted 
into the Treaty for an univerſal Peace, and that your 
moſt Serene Majeſties Mediation ſhould not be rejetted 
by the King of Denmark, eſpecially ſince he ſeems wil. 
ling to admit of the good Offices of other Princes of the 
Empire, Neither wi'l their Objection, as if the matters 
between the King and us were purely Domeſtick, be any 
ways material; ſeeing it is known by all the world, that 
a Peace confirmed by o many Proteſtations, was broken, 
and no regard had of any Domeſtick conſiderations z and 
therefore your Majeſties Mediation is declined, for no 0- 
ther reaſon, bur that which makes Criminals fly from 
cheir Tryals. For your Majeſty wil! by what follows ſee, 
how improper a [ury of Sixteen men (as they call it) is 
to decide this Domeſtick buſineſs. Inthe year 1533, a 
Treaty was made between the Kingdom of D: mark and 
the Dukedom, and between the Princes and States of 
both, which uſually bears the name of the Vas; and 
among other things, a certa'n form of Judicature was 
agreed upon, according to which all che CO 
that 
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that ſhonld ariſe between the two Princes, or between 
them and the States, ought to. be determined; wiz, That 
the differences between them ſhould be left to the Arbitration of 
Sixteen Counſellors, to be in equal number named by both 
Parties, And though by the Articles of this Treaty a very 
ample power ſeems co be given to theſe Judges, of examin- 
ing and deciding all ſorts of cauſes; yer we do not re- 
member that ever diſputes of Moment, and about the 
Dukedom of Seſu:ck, were brought to them, but they 
have always been left to the Mediation of Forrein Prin- 
ces. For there is not a: not a word in this Treaty, b 
which it may appear that theſe Princes have renounced a 
other Judgments and Arbitrations, butthe expreſs words 
of it, as well as the uſage and cuſtom, (which is the beft 
interpreter of Laws and Treaties)have confined the Power 
of this [ribunal of Sixteen men, to affairs of lefler im- 
partance z Thar is to ſay, when the complaint concerns 
any Lands or private SubjeRs, Therefore, not long after 
the Union made, ſeveral Tranſaftions have been abour 
the Fief of the Dukedome of Sleſuick, firſt at Coldings / 
1547, and then by the Interpoſition of the EleRor of” 
Saxozy, of Ulrick Duke of Mecklenbourgh, and Will;az 
Landgrave of Heſſe at Oderſes r557; though nothing 
was then agreed on : bur ar laſt 1579, in the lame place, 


| . & was expreſly provided by a folema Convention, That 


of there ſhould happen any diſpute about the Succeſſion to the 
D ukedom of Sleſwick, which was not decided by this Tranſ- 
aftion, the Dukes of Sleſwick ſbould either themſelves , 
er by the help of other Princes and Friends, endeavour 
to compoſe the ſame , or that it might be determined by 
4 Judicial Sextence, Here is no mention of this Judg- 
ment by Sixteen men, buc rather all Controverſies, that 
may 
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may ariſe about the Dukedome of Sleſsick, are in ex- 
prels words exempred without any contradiion from 
the States. And therefore the queſtion about the $0. 
veraignty is ſo much the leſs to be referred to their deter- 
mination, becaule in that Age, wherein the Vnion was 
made, ſuch a thing was not to nuuch as thought of , and 
therefore its Articles cannot extend to afairs of this na- 
rure, and which are wholly above the condition of Sub 
jets. And though we can (wit!:our prejudice to Our 
cauſe) allow, that ſometimes feudal differences about the 
Dutchy of $leſaick have been left to this fort of Arbitra- 
tion, (which it ſeems may be done by the conſent of both 
Princes,) yet there has happened fo great a change in 
the Dariſh affairs and Ours, that we cannot be forced 
to conſent thereunto againſt Our will ; and the like Con- 
troverſies can no longer be debated there, at leaſt with- 
Out great inconvenience, becaule ſuch Conſtitutions re- 
main only in force, ſo long as the ſtate of publick Af. 
fairs is the ſame and unalcer'd; which being entirely 
changed, as well in Denmark as in theſe Dukedomes, 
and all the Power of the States of Denmark being devol- 
ved unto the King and in his hand, and there being no 
ſuch thing now as Senators of the Kingdom, who had 
great Authority when the UVn0n was made, it is not 
reaſonable his Majeſty ſhould ſit-as Judge in his own 
cauſe; and that a matter of ſo great moment ſhould be 
ſubmirted to the deciſion of thoſe, who, for fear of the 
Kings Power, or to gain his favour, may be fo much by- 
aſſed, that Our loſs may be irreparable.

For as the 
Peace at Roſchi1d was made by the Interpolicioa of ſeveral 
Kings and States, fo it is of publick concern, that ic 
ſhould be reſtored and confirmed by the like means. All 
who think themſelves injur'd contrary to the Treaties of 
Weſtphalia, Roſchild, and Copenhaguer , have liberty to 
come to Nimeguen: And why ſhould VVe who are op- 
preſſed contrary to all theſe Treaties, be hindred from it 
As Nimeguen a general Peace is Treated of ; why ſhould 
our cauſe then not be admitted there, who trave without 
all reaſon ſuffered moſt grievous injuries from the D ares, 
and been almoſt undone by them > We ſuppoſe the Ob- 
jection is not conſiderable, thar none are'to be admitted 
there, but thoſe who have joined their Arms to eicher of 
the Parties now in War, For if thoſe who were in a 
condition-to refiſt Arms by Arms, and recurn Force by 
Force, are admitted z with how much more reaſon ought 
VVeto be received, who being deprived of all Our Arms 
and other helps by the King of Denmark, have been for. 
ced to endure all his affrones and injuries VVe know 
that the Laws of Nature and Nations are for Us, and we 
do not-think that any Prince will oppoſe it, ,bur thoſe 


 whoover-byaſſed by Partiality, or che gefire of cheir own 


advantage, wovld have a Peace for themſelves and theirs 
chough at Our Coſt, and the loſs of Our Dignicies and 
Dominions ; -not reflecting that the ſumof _ is 
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only, whether VVe ſhall become a Subject, or be a free 
Prince again ;, and after Our Example, Whether the 0- 
ther Priaces of the Empire muſt not hereafter rather be-

and VVe have particularly great hopes in your molt Se-

ticularly the Town and Country of Buajading, a Feif 
of Our Princely Houſe, has been adj not to- 
depend upon the. ſaid two. Counties, which alſo ac the 
eime of - promtnmge —_ _ in the Rey - 9, 
remained EXCEpt and exem accor y); MsS1ai 
Highneſs conceiving no other hopes, bur chat as he 
equally ſhares with your Majeſty in the ſame Rights and 
Regalities, and has 1674, received the Inveſtiture of che

T is not gaknown to your Dile&ion, what hitherto 

hath paſt about the receiving of the Inveſticure over 

the Dukedome of Sleſsick , whereunto you have 

obliged your Self by the late Agreement of Rexds- 
burrgh; and _- your Dile&ion fince that time, upon 
Our ſeveral well-meant Admonitions, by divers Letters 
direed to Us, hath promiſed the performance thereof ; 
and in order thereunto, ſent hither ſome of your Mini- 
ſters, who nevertheleſs under the pretext of going for 
ſome more particular inſtruQions from your-Diletion,are 
lacely parted again from hence, without having diſpatch- 
&d any thing at all. And whereas We have hitherto in 
vain expetted their promiſed return z the time likewiſe 
ar the fig Agreement of Rendsbourgh appointed for the 
receiving of che above-mentioned Inveſticure being al- 
ready paſt in the Month of Jul laſt, belides divers other 
Terms ſince indulg'd which are long ago expired; We alſo 
having a ſuſficient and true information of thoſe moſt dan. 
gerous Machinations, which your Dile&ion hath in hand 
againſt Us and Our State; and beſides, it being very re- 


quilite, that V Ve carefully do mind what is neceſſary for

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the preſerving of this Inveſtiture, depending upon Us ant 
Our Crown, of Denmark : Therefore have VVe found 
Our Selves unavoidably, and as it were againſt Our wil 
obliged, now to Sequeſtrate that part of the ſaid Duke.

Our Majeſties Letter of the 19th of December laſt 

Y paſt, from Copenhaguen directed to Us, hath been 
preſented: to Our hands the ſecond of this inſtant, 

by an Expreſs from one of your Majeſties Commiſſaries ; 
by the C:ntents whereof We have ſeen the ſame things, 
thac alzcady tome days before had been. publiſhed by 
ſome Lercers Patents affix'd in Our Dakedome. of Sl:ſ- 
p:ck, +12, That your Majeſty hath. been- induced to 
Sequeſtrate that part of the ſaid Dukedom, which 
doth belong ro Us, and. ro nominate to that effect 
certain Commiſſaries, with the annexed warning, that 
in caſe we did not within Six weeks, from the date 
of the ſaid Letter, effeftually accompliſh the receiving 
of che Inveſtiture over that Dukedom of Sl:ſpick, 
your Majeſty would proceed ad ſam Privationem- 
Fendi, or the cutting of the Feif,and take ſuch 
further courſes as the Feudal Lawns do allow of, 
being moved thereunto by theſe Reaſons : That 
We in the point of the receiving of the ſaid Inveſti- 
ture, neither bad performed that ſo called late Agreement 
of Rexasbourgh, nor the Promiles made by Our 
Letters. under Our own hand,. nor ſeat. back our. 
Miniſters, who without any dilpatch of Aﬀairs were 
gone from Copenhaguen z but that on the contrary we had 
in hand mot dangerous, and, by a fingular accident, 
diſcovered machinations againſt your Majeſty, and your. 
Stare; and had allo, as ut were, unavoidably gbliged 
you: 
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your Majeſty to the preſervation of your Majeſties and 
the Crown of Denmart's Rights. 

Whereupon we cannot] but with a'l doe reſpe& re- 
turn this our Anſwer to your Majeſty, that for che ſake 
of your Majeſty's own Glory, and high Repucation, 
and your Realms and Dominions welfare, We have 
moſt ardently defired and wiſhed, that our thonghts at 
the firſt ſeeing of your Majeſty's afore- mentioned 
Letters Patents, (as if they might have been publiſh- 
ed without your knowledge) might have a ſureground, 
and your Majeſty ſuch a kindneſs for us, as not to in» 
dulge any longer our Perſecutors, bur rather co put a 

od to thoſe unuſual hard proceedings, which we 
undeſervedly have ſuffered from chem, and to re-eſta- 
bliſh and conſolidate that ancient tie and friendſhip, which 
hath proved fo uſeful and beneficial xo both Great Hou- 
ſes, and their reſpeive Kingdoms, Territories, and Sub- 
jects; ſeriouſly conſidering withal, that it cannot be a- 
vailable, neither to the repute of your Majeſties innate 
Generolity, nor to your Majeſties Realms and Domini- 
ons, to ſee us, (whoare in many regards ſo nearly related, 
and never failed either in due*Relpects, or required 
Faichfulnefs to your Majeſty,) thus opprefled, and redus 
ced to a quite deſperate condition, without having been 
able to obtain the leaſt redreſs, which yet lies fo ab- 
folurely in your Majeſties own hands, 

However, this is our only and eſpecia! cqmfort in all 
our daily encreaſing calamities, that your Majeſty by 
your Letters doth furniſh us wich an occaſion ro make 
our juſtification before your ſelf, and briefly to refute 
thoſe accuſations ſoinhumanly invented by our ill-willers. 
For your Majeſties own Chriſtian Conſcience will be the 
beſt and ſur-ft witneſs for us, that we never have _ 
taine 
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eained any other Counſels, nor have negotiated with any 
body whatſoever about any other things, but what to our 
beſt underſtanding we have deemed to be good, expe- 
dient, and lawful for a free Prince, to preſerve our ſelves 
in that State God Almighty hath been pleaſed to ſertle us 
in, by making us a lawfu) Heir and Succeſſor to the Duke 
our Father of Bleſſed Memory, and to tranſmit the 
Game to our Poſterity, as we had got it, VVe our ſel- 
ves have not made that Agreement concluded at Copen- 
haguen on the 12th day of May, in the year 1658, but 
have inherited choſe Rights, which in due conſideration - 
of the manifold damages ſuſtained have thereby accrued 
ro our Family, And itis alſo known to the World, thar 
we have employed nont at all at the Treaty and Con. 
cluſion of the reicerated-Northern Peace in the Camp 
for Copenhagen, on the 27th. day of May in the year 
1660, although we had then already taken the Govern- 
ment upon Us; and the faid Treaty of Copenhaguen hath 
nevertheleſs been confirmed therein, and the Gnaranty 
thereof undertaken by the three moſt Puifſant States of 
Chriſtendom. And preſuppoling his Majeſty the Kin 

of Denmark, Frederick the Third, our moſt — 
Father-in-Law of glorious Memory, unwillingly and 
aeainſt his mind, ( which yer is altogether nnknown. 
to us, fince his Family as well as ours hath been benefic- 
ed thereby,) ſhould have proceeded to the granting of 
zhat Sover-ignty, and other advantages promiſed to our 
Family, yet it was but a meer ſpontaneous Act ; nay, 
ic hath been an evident roken of his Royal Aﬀe@i- 
on towards us, that having obſerved by our Addreſſes 
for a near Alliance of Marriage in his Royal Family, oux 
fincere inclination towards him, hb Majeſty 1g the year 
1657, when the Contratt of Marriage in his own Forcreſs 
at 
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at Gluckſtadt was a-making up, hath in all and the ſingus 
lar Articles, Points and, Claufes, wholly, and to all-per- 
petuity, confirmed to us the abovelaid Treaty of Copex;- 
hguen, grounded upon the Soveraignty over the Duke- 
dom of Sl-ſzick, and eſtabliſhed the ſame joyntly with 
that ancient-U1nion for a perpetual rule betwixt both Fa- 
milies, with this engagement, and Royal firm Paral, that 
himſelf and his heredicary Succeſſors in the Government, 
neither directly nor indirectly would act, nor cauſe to be 
acted againſt the ſame, Bur in what manner we have 
ſince been dealc withal'at Rendsbourgh, inthe year 1675, 
and how we have been conſtrained by a mo{t rroubletome 
detencion'to ſurrender our Fortreſſes, Artiliery, Ammu- 
nition and Milicia ;- yet-with chis Co.nfort given us, thar 
all differences therewith were ended, and upon change of 
Times, and an enfuing Peace, -all ſhould be reſtored-in 
ſuch a condition as it was taken from us-:, and how, note 
withſtanding all th's, (after we furigoth, for our Perſon, 
were diſmiſſed ro Go:torp, yer ſtill had ſtrange Troops 
about us, and ſo only had changed place, but not deten- 
tion, ) certain Articles have been preſcribed to our Mini- 
ſters and Counſellors remaining behind in Arreſt, and we 
forced to the pretended Rarificatioa thereof, even as we 
were tO ff Aha of our. Fortreſſes wichourt any liber- 
ty leftus, oaly therein co alter things quite iaconſiſtenc 
with che Dignity of a free German Prince of the Empire : 
We are as unwilling to relate, as your Majeſty can be de. 
ſirous to hear, and (hould alſo have forborn to mention ic 
either to your Majeſty, or to any others, if we were not 
aſſured in our Conſcience that your Majeſty, out of an i- 
bred Heroick Love to Juſtice, doth dertelt ſuch a way of 
proceeding, and in that regard hath laid- a Ground for 
that high diſpleaſure your Majelty. chezeupon conceived 
again(t 
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zeainſt hin, who out of Reaſons unknown to us, hath oc- 
caſioned all that miſchief which then did befal us. 

And fince thac time we have not been able to imagin, 
that your Majeſty ſhould ever have intended, to ſer up 
that ſo called Agreement of Rendibourgh , proceeding 
from ſuch derogatory and extorced Principles, and con- 
fequently made void by Law, into a Pragmatical $ anfi- 
on, after your Majeſty hath charged our Subjets with 
fuch Contriburions as are intolerable, and do quite cut off 
both our extraordinary and ordinary Revenues, and hath 
quite demoliſt.ed to the ground our Fortrefſes , your 
Majeſty having chereby introduced an impoſſibility to 

rform what che pretended Agreement of Rendsbourgh 
doth import: For if we by virtue thereof are to re- 
ceive the Inveſtiture over the Dukedom of Sleſnick, it 
muſt be done art leaſt after ſuch a manner, as the Duke 
our Father of Bleſſed memory the laſt cime, w;z, in che 
year 1648, received the ſame; and then we ought 
to be Inveſted not only with the bare Land, but alfo with 
thoſe Fortreſſes, fince the laſt Feudal Letter doth make 
expreſs mention thereof, Ir 1s crue, we do confeſs, that 
even after ſuch rigorous proceedings, to teſtifie our defe- 
rence to your Majeſty, and our defire of Peace, but chiet- 
ly, to eaſe onr Subjects ſomething groaning under their 
burthen, and to promote their horde according to our 
Power z we have come {o far, as tocondeſcend at length 
to the receiving the Inveſtiture upon theſe terms, thart all 
things ſhould be reſerled in ſuch a ſtate, as they had been 
before the pretended Agreement of Rexdsbourgh, and that 
the weighty burchen lying upon our Territories, ſhould be 
taken off, and due fatisfattion effeually made for the 
damages ſuſtained : And for that purpoſe we have ſenc 
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ſome of our Miniſters to Copenhaguen z but onr juſt deſires 
have been rejected, an unconditional performance of the 
Feuda! duty inſiſted on, and the redreſs of our Grievances 
ſet out of doors, and our Miniſters having alleadged the 
want of full Powers thereunto, have been ſent back 
for new Inſtructions, without being recalled by us from 
Copenhazuen, as her Majeſty ghe Queen Mother by her 
own Letters dated at Cop:nhaguen the 1 9:hday of Novem- 
ter, 1676, hath informed us. And we do confels very 
freely, that in caſe our Subjects prelently afrer our Con- 
ditional Promiſe made, had been eaſed from their bur- 
then, the Fortreſſes reduced to their former ſtate, and 
due ſatisfaction effe&ually given us, we would have done 
the utmoſt, and undergone afreſh that Feudal Duty, Bur 
whereas alſo, ſince poſſeſſion hath been taken of our 
part of Stade and Butjadtnger-Land , notwithitanding 
the ſame hath no Relation at all ro that Proceſs, which 
was made at Vienna in the Cauſe of O'denvourgh, ( be- 
ſides his deſcending as a Fief from the Ducal Houle of 
Brunſmick-Lunentoargh ; ) our Subjc&s likewile both in 
Haljtein and Sleſaick, have been forbid to pay us the few 
remaining ordinary dues ; and furthermore ſuch aims are 
taken, as to exclude us from that Treaty of a General 
Peace at Nimeguen, and conſequently from all hopes 
of redreſs ; and lately Navigation: hath even been by 
open Proclamations abſolutely Interdicted to all our In- 
habitants and Subjects of the Dukedoms of Sleſick and 
Holſtein, without affording us, as Prince Regent, the 
leaſt knowledge thereof, much leſs deligning us to 
joyn in the ſaid Publication, if che ſame had been requi- 
red: We therefore have had good reaſon to wave the 
{ending over our Deputies the ſecond time again, after 
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they were thus diſmiſſed before, but rather have taken a 
firm reſolution to get our Caule ventilated and diſcuſſed 
at the Treaty of the General Peace at Nimeguen, with 
this certain hope and confidence, that no Potentate 
concerned therein will diſpute our admiſſion, in regard 
that amongſt other high concerns, the re-eſtabliſhment of 
the Northern Peace, will be alſo created there, which is 
not only the foundation of our Soveraignty over the 
Dukedom of S:ſaick, with the other advantages ſti- 
pulated for us and our Family, but alſo is an eflential 
part thereof, and ſtands comprehended under t!:e under 
taken! General and Special V arranty,  Neithet do we 
thiak that your Majeſties Miniſters in Holland have had 
any orders to render: difficult the impetrating of the Paſ- 
ports, by us deſired from the States G-neral of the Vai- 
ted Provinces , for our Miniſters deſtined to Nix. en ; 
ſeing they have not been able to alledge any ching at al! 
which ſhould deſerve the leaſt refleftion, and exclude us 
from the General-Treaty, if we were but to be conſider- 
ed as a German Prince, and had no concerns in the re- 
eſtabliſhment of the Northern Peace,. which neverche!e(s 
hath firſt of all been endangered on our ſide, But con- 
cerning thoſe machinations diſcovered by a fingular ac- 
cident, whereby, as we do conceive, ſome endeavours 
are uſed, to juſtifie that (in all points formally commen- 
ced) Sequeſtration, we have not the leaſt cauſe to clear 
our ſelyes in that reſpe&t , before any . particulars are 
nearer touched, and it be duly made appear to us, that 
we have been concerned in any of thole Machinations 
repreſented to your Majeſty, However we are ſure and 
confident, that we never have been fo deſervedly ſuſ- 
pected privy to any thing , 'as that thereby juſt caule 
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ſhould have been given, to charge us therewith by Po- 
centaces, both within and without the Empire, and to 
alienate their former inclination from Us and onr Fa- 
mily ; much leſs can « Pretext thereby conveniently be 
taken to ſequeſtrate chat pare of the Vukedom of Stefoick, 
which with all right Heredicacily and Properly doth be. 
long to us, and to menace us with a total deprivation 
thereof; and we do alſo fully perſwade our ielves, that 
your Majeſty will put chis to the ſerious conſideration 
of your Miniſters, who have brought chis Proceſs upon 
the Stage, and perhaps do endeavour to aſſert it's con» 
Gteacy with the. Feudal Laws, That as your Majeſty 
doubtleſs makes great doubt, to aflume a Judges part 
in your own Cauſe, fo neither the Sequeſtration of 
- the Fief, aor the Deprivation of the ſame, can or may 
conliſt after chat manner, as ic is intended againſt us, al- 
though we ſhould be indiſpatably oblig'd xo that Vaſſal- 
2ge of the Dukedom of Sleſwick, which yer, faving all 
due reſpe& to your Majeſty, we find our ſelves neceſſita- 
ted ſolemnly to contradict, except one would preſume to 
A&t by nullities, or by making no refleftion upon the 
Law. Andthe common Feudal Laws, whereupon like- 
wiſe the anrient Utiions and Hereditary Agreements, 
(in caſe any difference as well in Feudal as other matters 
ſhould ariſe) are uſually grounded, do ſhew, That not 
only in the tocal deprivation of a Fief, buc alſo in the 
Sequeſtration, the hearing of the Cauſe before a Com- 
petent Judge , oughc ſolemnly to precede it, (notwith- 
ſtanding one ſhould preſume to affert the necelTity of a 
Sequeſtration,) in caſe the Parties ſhew themſelves un- 
willing, the reaſons whereof, neverehele(s, will never be 
wade out of thoſe precended Machingtions, 

Having 
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Having therefore pondered all the above-mentioned, 
and ſuch other concomirant / circumſtances, we cannoe 
but {till keep to our reſolution once deliberately taken 
and remit chat point. of onr undeſervedly queſt 
Soveraignty over the Dukedome of ${-ſ»;c+ , with all 
the other alien:ted Dignicies , Prerogatives, Territo- 
ries, and Fortreſles, as allo ail due and equicable fariſ- 
fation, and what elſe can conduce to- our furure S6- 
curity, to the.place of Congreſs for -a general Peace ar 
Nimeguen , patiently expecting from God and time, 
what Concluſion there will be made and come forth 
about the reſtoring the Northern Peace, and conſe- 

uently alſo of our” Rights and Concerns, But we 
x in the mean time very kindly and inſtantly intreac 
withal your Majeſty, that out of an Inclination to Ju- 
ſice, and in regard of that deſolate condition, where- 
unto we and ours thus undeſervedly ſee our ſelves more 
and more reduced, your Majeſty would be pleaſed ill 
then, anJ till the- (peedieſt (God grant) enſuing con- 
clufion of I Peace, to preſerve all peaceable 
thoughts, not to preſs upon us any further with the 
faid Inveſtiture, and any other demands; bue on the 
contrary, Without delay to recal that unjuſt and 
ungrounded Sequeſtration, and not only leave to us the 
enjoyment of all our Rights and Prerogatives undiſturb- 
ed, bur alſo to take off the exceeding Contributions 
from our quite exhauſted Subjects, and to reſtore thar 
part of Stadt and Budjadinger-Land, and alſo of the Cu- 
ſtoms at Eltfliet, properly appertaining unto us, and ami- 
cably and friendly to interpret this our unavoidable Juſti- 
fication and Declaration z with this affurance , that as 
we have in all Points carefully obſerved that high _ 
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due to your Majeſty, fo likewiſe we have intended to 
fay or write nothing, which ſhould tend againſt the ſame, 
All this is very conſentaneous to: equity, and to your 
Majeſties inbred, Generoliryz and-we ſhall be ready for 
our part every-where to praiſe ſuch your Majeſties kind- 
neſs, and with due thankfulneſs, and all poſſible ſervices, 
always acknowledge the ſame; moſt faithfully recom- 
mending wary" poor Majeſty to God-Almighty's Prote- 
&ion, Dated Hambourgh the 16h of Jan, 1677.

Y Lintz of the 6:4 Inftant, hath been ſome days 
ago delivered to Me by your ;mperial M1jeies 
Miniſter here reſiding, the Lord Baron of Rexd-cl, and 
received by Me with all the humbtlett reſp:&s Tmngin- 
able : but wich extream a{toniſhmene 1 underſtood by 
the contents thereof, that your Imperial Majeſty had 
got Information, as if I had not only, for my part, 
approved of thoſe Propoſals which had been made to me 
by Gravemable the S'zediſb Miniſter, lately Reſiding 
here in Hamborough, about certain Levies to be made in 
Foreign Parts, and had come to a certain concluſion with 
him in that affair ; bur alſo, that for the promoting of the 
faid Levies, I had made uſe of K :elman, my late Preſi. 
dent's Moneys, that lie here, and taken thereof the Sum 
of 200000 K:x-dellars, and that I alſo did employ in this 
#fair the Swediſh Prefident K lez, (who hike hath 
yretended to live here as a private man,) and another 
perfon named V/ck- : Wherefore your Imperial Majeſty 
moſt gracioufly hath thought good to acquaint me there. 
with, and ferioufly to admoniſh me, that in caſe things 
ſhould be thus, (which yet your Imperial Majelty wou'd 
ſcarce expet from me,) I may berimes deliit from ſach 
Enterprizes, and embracing better Counſel, comport my 
Q Self 
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Self according to what Duty doth require of a Loyal 
Member of the Empire, leſt otherwiſe your Imperial Ma- 
' jeſty (hould be obliged to cauſe Me be proceeded againſt 
according to your publiſhed Imperial Avocatories. 

It is true, I can promiſe my Self nothing elſe from 
your Imperial Majeſties moſt mild and yer moſt juſt dif. 
poſition, but that your Imperial Majeſties very gracious 
Letter, (although occaſioned by the induſtrious contri. 
vance of ſome envious perſons, who, by all ways and 
means, ſeek very watchfully the oppreſſion and ruin of 
my ſelf, and my Ducal Houle) hath been ſent co me for 
noother end, but that your Imperial Majeſty might there- 
by get a fitter occaſion to diſcover my Innocency , and 
conſequently, by your Imperial Majeſties Authority and 
higheſt Power, to Protect me as a Loyal Member and 
Prince of the Empire, againſt thoſe who have made no 
Conſcience for the ſpace of theſe x 9g Months, to Treat 
me unworthily, and oppreſs me undeſervedly, leaving 
me nothing of all my Princely Dignity but bare life, 
However, when I call to mind again, in what manner 
your Imperial Majeſties Requiſitorials concerning me, 
which were delivered into his Majeſty the King of Dez- 
#:arks hands, have been (by the contrivance of ſome Mi- 
niſters, bearing an hatred ro me) abuſed ſo far, that they 
begun almoſt from chat very hour to exhauſt my poor 
Subjects, as well of Holſtein, as of Sleſwick, with in- 
tolerable Contributions, and to render them quite unca- 
pable to contribute ſo much, as they were lawfully bound 
to do for the upholding my Princely Scate and Digauy, 
(which proceedings are yet till chis very moment conti. 
nued, to the utter deſtruQion of my Territories, though 
no furcher Imperial Requilitorials have been ſignified to 
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me, which have been granted to other States of the low2 
er Circle of Saxony in the point of Quarters :) Then have 
I juſt reaſon to fear, that they likewiſe now under your 
Imperial Majeſties higheſt Name and Authority , 
though againſt your Imperial Majeſties will and in- 
tention, do go about to colour, and palliate what they 
newly have contriv'd for the finiſhing of my premeditated 
ruin, and partly have already brought to an Execution, 
All which I have by my former complaints, with all ſub- 
miſſion repreſented to your Imperial Majeſty, and there- 
by moſt humbly implored your ſpeedy Protection ; where- 
unto alſo I do now refer my ſelf, in hopes your Imperial 
Majeſty will be pleaſed, not only moſt graciouſly to hear, 
but allo {ee them according to your Imperial Clemency 
forthwith redreſſed. 

Concerning thoſe Accuſations brought before your 
Imperial Majeſty, and laid home at my door, I ſhould 
never have Imagined, upon what bottom and foundati- 
on they could be grounded, unleſs your Imperial Maje- 
Ry by the Nomination of certain Perſons had obliged me 
to a more exact Information ; whereupon I moſt humbly 
can aſſure your Imperial Majeſty, by the true and faithful 
Word of a Prince, that I never had the leaſt knowledge 
of theſe ſpecified Projes, touching the Levies of ſome 
Forreign Forces, much leſs have I approved of the ſame, 
or dealt or agreed about them, directly or indireAly,with 
any man in the VVorld, And I can proteſt with Truth 
it telf, chat K lezhe the King of S zeder's Preſident, hath 
not, all the time of his abode here, made any Propoſiti- 
ons to me concerning my Conjunction with Forreign 
Crowns againſt your Imperial Majeſty, and your high 
Allies, nor ever offcred to per[wade me to any luch thing, 
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But this T do declare willingly and freely, that Thave 
cauled my diſconſolate condition , whereanto I find my 
felf andeſervedly reduced, to be fally repreſenced ro his 
Majeſty the King of Great Bruain, as Guarantee of the 
Northern Peace, which firſt of all began to bleed and 
ſaffer on my fide; to whom I made it my hamble Re- 
queſt, that his ſaid Majeſty would be pleaſed, (in reſpe& 
both of that General and Special Guaranty taken upon 
him concerning my Soveraignty over the Dukedom of 
$!{efwick, lawfully obtained,) to procure my Reſticution, 
and due Satisfaction-z which I have beea fo far from diſ- 
owning, that I was content that the Memorials abour the 
ſaid Subject exhibiced from time to time by my Iepury, 
ſhould be faichfally communicated to the Da-1b Miniſter 
refiding in England, For which ead I have alſo em- 
ployed at thar Court the ſame Uicke» my Counſellor 
there, whom Idid for almoſt two years imploy at your 
Imperial Majeſties Courr ; and have amongſt other 
Negotiations alſo cauſed my moſt humble Remon. 
ſtrations. and frequent Inſtances by him co be made 
to your Imperial Majeſty for my ProteRtion , with 
certain hopes, that he hath behaved himſelf fo well, 
that no cane is left ro miſtruſt him, or to charge him 
wich any finiſter and ill-grounded accuſations, Since 
therefore the abovelaid foul aſperſions, ſtudiouſly 
contrived by my ill-wiſhers, can never be proved nor laid 
to my door ; the reſt conſequently muſt fall co the ground, 
which charge methart for the carryingon of ſuch titious 
Levies, I (ſhould have taken and employed the ſaid Sum of 
200000 Rixaolleys belonging to che Heirs of K ielman, 
which monies I donot know in the leaſt if they do lye 
here or no, Whereas now my Innocency, _ = 
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Fictitioulneſs of thoſe Siniſter impntations do 
ſufficiently appear by the premiſes; I can with all 
ſubmiſſion affire your Imperial Majeſty that nothing 
in the World ſhall be ever forced from me, which may 
offend and interrupt my Loyal Duties tendred to your 
Imperial Majeſty, and to the Roman Empire, and that 
Devotion which my Anceſtors have Sealed with their 
Princely Blood to the Mighty Houſe of Auſtria, I go 
therefore again moſt humbly implore your Imperial 
Majeſty, as the moſt Sacred Head of the Empire, that your 
Imperial Majeſty would be pleaſed notto give way to the 
Suſpicions raiſed againſt me, but rather, out of your 
Higheſt” Facherly care provide ſuch ways and means, 
whereby I, as a devoted Co.member of the Roman 
Empire, may b2 upheld and freed from allmy preſſing 
Calamities, Thus longingly I do look for your Imperial 
Majeſties effectual and gracious Reſolution, @e,
